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Science grows‘brain’ in a bottle 


WASHINGTON. May 4, (Reuter): 
Scientists have for the first time grown 
human brain cells in the laboratory. 

"To our knowledge, no one has ever 
been able to grow neurons from the 
brain, probably from any animal, much 
less a human," said Dr Solomon 
Snyder, a neuroscientist at Johns 
Hopkins University In Baltimore, 
where the breakthrough occurred. 

The achievement, which is described 
in Science magazine, published today, 
has profound implications for scient- 
ists’ understanding of the nervous Sys- 
tran and for controversial US research 


into the treatment of degenerative 
brain diseases such as Alzheimer's and 


Parkinson'sdisease with transplanted 
foetal tissue. 

Neurons are the cells that make up 
the body's nerves, spinal cord and 
brain. They are different from other 
cells in that they normally do not 


divide. When cells do not divide, new 
cells cannot grow to replace those that 
are dead or damaged. 

“The problem with neurons is that 
they can't divide. By definition, grow- 
ing tissue in culture means the cells 
divide. Now we have them living in a 
laboratory culture," Snyder said. 

The discovery could help scientists to 
explore using cultured .cells in trans- 
plants. 

Some scientists have been exploring 
transplants of brain tissue from abor- 
ted foetuses as a treatment for such 
diseases as Parkinson's. 

But, in a znove-thai outraged the US 
scientific community, the US govern- 
ment has banned federal funding for 
such research, arguing (hat it would 
promote abortions. 

. "In principle, anything that one 
could do with a foetal tissue transplant, 
one could do with this just as well if not 


better,” Snyder said. 

The Johns Hopkins researchers 
already are collaborating with trans- 
plant experts, designing new 
experiments, he said. 

The researchers obtained the cells for 
their culture from the brain of a patient 
undergoing surgery for the treatment of 
uncontrollable seizures. 

Cells from the patient's cerebral cor- 
tex, the part ofthe brain that plays a key 
role in consciousness, memory, 
thought and intellect, were removed 
and immediately placed in a laboratory 
culture. 

After 21 days, two small dusters of 
the cells had survived, which the scient- 
ists then cloned. 

The researchers used various tests to 
ensure the resulting cells were represen- 
tative of normal brain cells and then 
treated them with different combina- 
tions of nutrients and hormones.

CAIRO, May 4, (Reuter): Iran is 
seek i ng direct talks with Egypt on the 
fate of several thousand Egyptians 
taken prisoner during the I ran -Iraq 
war, an official Egyptian source said 
today. 

“They want to tell the world we 
were involved in the war which of 
course is not true," the source, who 
asked not to be identified, told 
Reuters.

Iran captured Egyptian fisher- 
men and workers in Iraqi areas which 
were seized during the war." 

The source did not say how Iran, 
which has no diplomatic ties with 
Egypt, had passed on the talks invita- 
tion. He said Tehran was trying to 
use the PoW issue to embarrass 
Cairo. 

More than a million Egyptians 
were working in Iraq during the 
1 980-88 war. 


A promising start 


DAMASCUS. May 4, (Reuter); Syria said 
today that Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak’s visit produced a promising start on 
rebuilding Arab unity, but no miracles. 

“Maybe the summit had (too) many things to 
do, but the foundation stone was re-set,” com- 
mented the ruling party newspaper Al Baath. 

“The Damascus summit, even if it did not 
perform miracles, opened the way for Arab 
solidarity. Maybe it put an end to the state of 
collapse and weakness caused by contradictory 
Arab positions.” 

- Mubarak's visit to Damascus on Wednesday 
and Thursday was tin: first by an Egyptian 
leader in 1 3 years and sealed a rift that resulted 

from the late Anwar Sadat's peacemaking with 
Israel. • 

But Mubarak could not persuade President 
Hafez Al Assad toend his long-standing quarrel 
with Iraq. 

Al Baath said the summit had undoubtedly 


ended an era of division and would help the 
Arab world counter what it called the expan- 
sionist schemes of Israeli Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Shamir. 

The government newspaper Tishreen 
attacked (he United States for failing to take 
any serious initiative to restore Arab rights or 
put any serious pressure on Israel.

Two prominent Egyptian scholars 
cited the emigration of Soviet Jews to 
Israel as the latest threat to an Islamic 
nation that had become prey to 
military, cultural and economic 
assaults from the West 

“If wedonotpullournationoutof 
the situation it has reverted to. and 
atm it psychologically, intellectually, 
socially and economically, then we 
wfl] be lost,” said one of the Egyp- 
tians, Sheikh Mohammed A! 
Ghozali. 

Islamic thinkers from 10. Arab 
countries win debate tbe challenges 
Facing Islam in a four-day conference 
sponsored by the London-based cen- 
tre for studies on the future of Islam. 

Fundamentalist political leaders 
Rachid Ghannouchi of Tunisia and 
Hassan Turabi of Sudan are among 
those due to present papers. 

Ghozali said the mass emigration 
of Soviet Jews to Israel posed serious 
threat to Islam. 

“The Jews, after having created 
the smaller Israel, have begun mov- 
ing to create tbe greater Israel. Six 
Arab countries around Palestine will 
bedestroyed, or their inhabitants will 
be reduced to refugees,” he said. 

Ghozali said Islam was passing 
through a phase of “intellectual 
infancy” marked by an obsession 
with superficial problems. Intellec- 
tuals bad a special role to play 
because Islam's crisis was primarily 
one of thought, he said. 

“The coming battle is not a 
military one ... the battle now is in the 
fields of economy, information, 
education and culture.” 

Another prominent Egyptian, 
Sheikh YoussefQaradhawi. said des- 
pite the present crises the world’s one 
billion Muslims should look to the 
future with hope because of their 
enormous human and economic 
capacities. 

■ Americans are distressed, alar- 
med and baffled by the surge of 
hatred that fundamentalism aims at 
the United States, but a study of 
history explains it, a scholar of the 
Muslim world said. 

Bernard Lewis, author of 20 books 
on Islam, said haired of the United 
States — - manifested in such episodes 
as the 444-day hostage crisis that 
ended in 1981 — is partly an outgr- 
owth of “humiliation — a growing 
awareness, among the heirs of an old, 
proud and for long dominant civil- 
isation, of having been overtaken, 
overborne and overwhelmed by 
those whom they had long regarded 
as their inferiors." 

And it is understandable, he said: 
“For vast numbers ofMiddle Easter- 
ners, Western-style economic meth- 
ods brought poverty. Western-style 
political institutions brought 
tyranny, even Western-style warfare 
brought defeat. 

"It is hardly surprising that so 
many are willing to listen to voices 
telling them that the old Islamic ways 
were best and that their only salva- 
tion was to throw aside the pagan and 
infidel innovations of the reformers 
and to return to the true path which 
God has prescribed for his people."

A former human rights activist with links to

He has agreed. He is fed up. 1 am not pushing 
him. 

"The king is also agreed that other members 
of the royal family should have less powers.” 
Bhattarai told a cheering audience. 

The q ueen . Birendra 's brother and other 
members of the royal family have extensive 
businesses and head insulations like the Nepal 


Red Cross. 

Bhattarai, who heads an interim government 


formed soon to draft a constitution within 90 
days. 

He said the constitution wCl formally incor- 
porate the right of “freedom of worship” after a 
request by Christians. 

Nepal is the world’s only Hindu kingdom and 
proselytizing is a punishable offence, but 
freedom of religion is tolerated. There are 
50,000 C hristian* among the population of 19 
million, who are mostly Hindus mid Buddhists. 

Guest speaker Albert Blaustein. a professor 
of law and constitutions at Rutgers University 

School of Law in New Brunswick, NJ., said the 
new constitution must be “made by Nepalese, 
and it must be framed to meet the needs of the 
Nepalese people."

Secret accounts revealed 

‘Marcos friend kept two sets of bank books’ 


NEW YORK. May 4. (AP): A 
Filipino awaiting sentencing for 
fraud testified yesterday that a 
close friend of the late President 
Ferdinand Marcos kept two sets 
of books at his California bank 
and regularly shredded one set 
after reviewing them. 

The witness, Rodolfo Aram- 
bulo. said he was told that the 
California Overseas Bank was 
set up in Los Angeles “because 
the president needed the bank," 
and that some of its secret 
accounts were used to finance his 
Imeida Marcos' shopping expen- 
ses. 

The bank's owner and Marcos 
friend. Roberto S. Benedicto. 
was among those named as a co- 
conspirator in the fraud charge 
against the former Philippine 
First Lady. 

Arambulo testified that Ben- 
edict bought the small Ahman- 
son Bank in California Tor S7 
million in 1976. renaming it the 


California Overseas Bank and 
keeping 65 per cent of the shares 
himself 

He said Benedicto personally 
handled ail transactions for 
about 1 5 “nominee" savings and 
checking accoun ts that were later 
established to handle money that 
flowed in from Manila, Hong 
Kong, New York and Japan, 
where Benedicto had once served 
as the Philippines' ambassador. 
.. Benedicto ordered two dif- 
ferent sets of monthly 
statements, one a computer -gen- 
erated version, the other a report 
in summary form, Arambulo 
said. “I submitted the reports to 
Robert S. Benedicto He revi- 
ewed the reports, and he shred- 
ded the reports." he said. 

Among payments from the 
accounts, he said, were monthly 
transfers to the Philippine 
National Bank in New York, 
which the prosecution has des- 
cribed as "Lmelda Marcos’ per- 


sonal piggy bank. 

Arambulo said that when be 
asked Betty Rivera, Benedicto’s 
secretary, what the special 
accounts were for. she replied 
that they were to finance the First 
Lady’s expenses, and that the 
$10,000 monthly transfers were 
to cover expenses of fmee, the 
Marcoses’ oldest daughter, and 
their son Ferdinand Jr. 

Often described as the late 
President Marcos' closest friend 
and ally, the 73-year-old Ben- 
edicto is a fugitive betieved.to be 
living in Venezuela. 

However, be is reported to 
have made a deal with US 
prosecutors that would allow 
him to a void trial for being called 
as a witness. 

According to a Los Angeles 
Times story April 22, Benedicto 
agreed to turn the bank over to 
the Philippine government as 
part of the deal worked out by 
US and Philippine authorities. A 
court spokesman said yesterday 
judge John F. Keenan had not 
approved any such agreement 


The government charges that 
Mrs. Marcos and her husband, 
who died in Hawaii last year, 
embezzled more than $220 
million from, their country's 
treasury during Mateos' 20-year 
reign and used it to finance lavish 
living and the purchase of four 
large properties in New York. 

Mrs Marcos’ co-defendant, 
Saudi Arabian financier Adrian 
Khashoggi, is accused of mail 
> -fraud and obstaiction-of justice 
by allegedly helping the Mar- 
.. coses to conceal their-ownership 
of the Manhattan real estate and 
artworks. 

Mrs Marcos returned to court

An amount of 20.8 billion yen was , 
allocated for expansion of Pakistan's I 
telecommunications network. 

For the second phase of the con- 
struction of Indus highway the aid 
would be worth 20.7 billion, be said. 

According to the spokesman 19 3 
billion has been earmarked for re- 
adjustment to balance of payments 
position. 

Apart from this. Premier Kaifu 
announced, an aid of $340,000 for 
preservation of Moenjodaro, the 
5,000-year-old ruins near Larkana 
on the banks of Indus River. 

■ Kaifu today extended an invita- 
tion to Benazir Bhutto to pay a visit 
to Japan, which she accepted, a spok- 
esman for Kaifu said. 

He told a press briefing that Ben- 
azir had indicated that she would 
undertake the trip early next year. 

■ A Sri Lankan official said today 
that Kaifu was “satisfied with (the Sri 
Lankan) government explanation 
regarding reports of alleged human 
rights violations in Sri Lanka. 

Amnesty International and other f( 
h uman rights organisations have 
said that many of the thousands of 
civilians murdered in the post two 
years were victims of pro-govern- 
ment death squads Dying to wipe out 
a Sinhalese nationalist terrorist 
movement. 

Bradman Weerakoon, advisor on 
international affairs to President 
Raaasinghe Premadasa, told a news 
conference that Premadasa had 
explained to the Japanese prime min- 
ister that he had to reluctantly act 
against the terrorists as they were a 
threat to democracy.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, May 
4, (AP): US-supported Contras 
go into talks today on their 
demobilization insisting that the 
army, still led by Sandinistas, be 
dismantled at the same time. 

President Violeta Barrio de 
Chamorro's government 
immediately rejected the 
demand. UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar said 
earlier yesterday he considered 
the holdup in demobilizaton “a 
matter of grave concern." 

Chamorro and her United 
National Opposition beat the 
Sandinistas in recent elections, 
but kept Sandinista Gen. Hum- 
berto Ortega as chief of staff and 
promised to respect the structure 
of an army that has fought the 
Contras for a decade. 


Aristides Sanchez, a Contra 


spokesman, implied Thursday 
that the rebels will not hand in 


that the rebels will not hand in 
their weapons to United Nations 
representatives by June 10, as 
they had pledged to do in an 
April 19 agreement 
“One doesn't have to be so 
airtight about it," Sanchez 
replied when asked if the rebels 
planned to meet the deadline. 


Sanchez, who is civilian adv- 
iser to the Contra leaders, said 
complete dismantling of the San- 
dinista army simultaneous with 
rebel dissolution “is what the 
people of Nicaragua ask for, that 
is what the people want, and we 
should support thaL” 

Roberto Ferrey. a spokesman 
for Chamorro’s government and 
himself a former Contra, said the 
government would not “in prin- 
ciple” consider acceding to the 
rebel demand. 

“June 10 is the deadline. It's 
not possible to change it." Ferrey 
added. 

Sanchez spoke to reporters 
shortly after arriving in Man- 
agua from a rebel hideout in hill 
country with Israel Galeano, the 
top Contra chief, and four mem- 
bers of Galeano’s general staff. 

Ferrey, who represents 
Chamorro in the peace talks with 
the rebels, said the meeting with 
the Contras on Friday “is to dis- 
cuss security issues and guaran- 
tees for their demobilization and 
disarmament according to the 
accords." 

Gen. Ortega, said on US telev- 
ision Thursday that, even with 
desertions and cutbacks, be 
plans to keep an army of 40,000. 
The Sandinistas never gave 
figures on the size of their array, 
but estimates put it at between 
120,000 and 150.000 making it 
the largest armed force in Central 
America. 
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Student academic achievement falls in US

“Although we have had some 
laudable reform efforts during 
the past 15 years, it is clear that as 
a nation we are still not seriously 
committed to working for 
positive change in our education 
system," said Cavazos. 

Key findings of the report, 
popularly known as the “wail 
chart," included the following:

Sussex varsity study contends 


NEW YORK, May 4, (AP): Angry 
students tried to stonn the auditorium 
during a speech by a professor who 
believes blacks are inferior, and ninepeo- 
ple were arrested and five police officers 
injured, authorities said. 

Michael Levin, a philosophy professor 
at City College, gave a speech Wednesday 
at Long Island University's Brooklyn 
campus defending the argument that white 
fear of black crime is logical and normally 
correct, said Frank Post, a spokesman for 
the university. 

Police formed a blockade at the 


auditorium’s doors and kept the protes- 
tors from entering. Post said. 

Levin has written in academic journals 
that on average, blacks are less intelligent 
than whites. 

“The difference in intelligence is inar- 
guable," Levin was quoted as saying by the 
New York Post newspaper. "There’s good 
evidence that there's a significant genetic 
contribution" to that alleged difference, he 
added. 

In his speech. Levin said whites “have a 
right to be afraid of blacks" and called 
such fear “‘reasonable.’ 


After Levin had finished speaking, one 
of the protestors outside yelled that the 
professor should be removed from the 
campus. Post said. 

Of the nine people who were arrested, 
seven were charged with disorderly con- 
duct, one was charged with harassment 
and one was charged with riot and assault- 
ing a police officer, said police spokesman 
Fred Weiner. 

The university, whose student popula- 
tion is 70 per cent black, had considered 
revoking Levin’s invitation to its urban 
ethics conference, Post said. 


British science losing 


LONDON, May 4. (Kuna): British science is losing its “world class 
presence" in fields that arc important for future technology, according to 
a report published here Thursday. 

h pointed out that by 1987 scientists were about £300 million a year 
worse off than their European counterparts, even though government 
spending on academic science rose by 1 5 per cent in real terms between 
1980 and 1987. 

The study was carried out by the British Science Policy Research Unit 
at Sussex University, southern England, which analysed public expen- 
diture on academic science in a number of industrial countries, and 
scientist's output. . 

Scientists are doing more applied research, whereas basic science has 
declined, the study carried by the independent newspaper indicated.

A spate of small-scale attacks by leftist rebels left 21 
guerrillas and five government soldiers dead in a 24 hour 
period, the military said Thursday. 

Six civilians were also wounded in the fighting, which 
began Tuesday night and escalated Wednesday when 
rebels Tired shots at President Alfredo Cristiani's home and 
crippled a power substation, the military said. 

"We have made a casualty count for the past 24 hours 
and the terrorists have suffered numerous dead," said a 
military spokesman Thursday morning. He said the 21 
rebels and five soldiers died between Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday nights. 

The capital was calm Thursday following the attacks by 
the rebels of the Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
Front, or FMLN. who have been fighting successive US- 
backed governments for over a decade. 

Wednesday's attack on Cristiani's home was a contin- 


uation of an offensive launched in several cities, including 
the capital, on T uesday night The FMLN said Wednesday 
in a communique that the offensive was aimed at pressur- 
ing the government into serious negotiations at peace 
talks expected to start this month. 

Cristiani and US officials maintain a military defeat of the 
FMLN is not feasible, and influential members of the US 
Congress are pressuring El Salvador's right-wing govern- 
ment to hold meaningful negotiations with the leftist 
rebels.

Car bomb kills 5 


Bogota supermarket destroyed 


BOGOTA, May 4, (Reuter): A 
car bomb destroyed a super- 
market last night, killing five 
people and wounding 23 in an 
attack which could signal a new 
feud between powerful Colom- 
bian cocaine cartels. 

The 100-kg (220-pound) 
bomb ripped through Central 
Cali, 300 km (180 miles) south- 
west of Bogota, destroying the 
La Rebaja supermarket and 
damaging 20 shops and houses, a 
police spokesman said. 

Dozens of branches of La 
Rebaja, a national chain, were 
attacked during a bloody feud 
between the Medellin and Cali 
cocaine cartels from 1987 to 
1989. 

.The chain has been linked in 
published accounts to Gilberto 
Rodriguez Orejuela, also known 
as “the chess player,” the reputed 
head of the Cali cartel. 

The two cartels, which 
together supply 80 percent of the 
cocaine used in the United 
States, clashed then over control 
of the lucrative American mark- 
ets. 

A police spokesman in Cali 
said five people were killed, 
including a three-year-old child, 
and 23 injured in the blast. No 
one claimed responsibility. 

Firefighters tackled a blaze 
which raged through the super- 


market Electricity in the area 
was cut local radio said. 

Violence has swept Colombia 
since a tentative truce between 
the drug barons and the govern- 
ment broke down in late March 
and the drug traffickers declared 
a new offensive. 

The violence has focused on 
Medellin, headquarters of the 
most powerful cocaine cartel, 
where 30 people have been killed 
in two car bomb blasts and about 
30 policemen shot dead in the 
past month. 

Police also blame drug barons 
for the murder of two leftist 
presidential candidates assassin- 
ated since March although the 
drug lords deny the charge. 

The government announced 
new measures yesterday to cut 
the risk of assassination for can- 
didates in the May 27 presiden- 
tial election. It increased telev- 
ision and radio time for the four 
leading candidates and said it 
would give money to each can- 
didate to pay for newspaper 
advertising and transport. 

Meanwhile, Colombian 
pilots, alarmed by the assassina- 
tion of a presidential candidate 
aboard an airliner, derided yes- 
terday to bar bodyguards or 
other armed people from flights 
with civilian passengers. 

Their decision poses a new 


problem for heavily-guarded 
candidates in May 27 elections 
who already face severe restric- 
tions on campaign tours around 
Colombia. 

The Colombian Civil 
Aviators’ Association, grouping 
the nation's pilots, supported a 
pilot who last Friday turned for- 
mer President Misael Pastrana 
and his bodyguards off a com- 
mercial flight because of risk to 
passengers. 

The incident happened a day 
after a gunman shot dead Carlos 
Pizarro. candidate for the leftist 
M-19 movement, aboard an 
airliner. Pizarro’s 12 bodyguards 
immediately shot dead the gun- 
man. Shots shattered several air- 
craft windows but no passengers 
. were harmed. 

A group of extreme Colom- 
bian right-wingers that included 
drug traffickers ordered the 
assassination of two leftist 
presidential candidates. La 
Prensa newspaper reported on 
"Wednesday. 

The opposition daily, quoting 
intelligence sources, said the 
group began to plan the murders 
of candidates Carlos Pizarro and 
Bernardo Jamarillo five months 
ago on a farm owned by drug 
baron Fidel Castano, a leading 
figure in the Medellin drug car- 
tel. 


Cuban forces mobilised against US ‘assault’ 


GUANTANAMO. Cuba, May 4. (Reuter): Cuban 
forces, responding to US military exercises Havana 
says are aimed against it, are digging in heavy tanks 

and artillery around a US naval base in eastern 
Cuba, a potential flashpoint on one of tbe last

Marine base in eastern Cuba, the scene on Wednes- 
day seemed tranquil enough. 

A US Coast Guard patrol boat with a helicopter 
perched on its deck steamed towards the base, 
which straddles the mouth of Guan tanam o Bay. 
1.000 km (620 miles) southeast of Havana. US 
airmen loaded crates onto a single Hercules C-130 
transport plane standing on one of the base’s two 


airstrips. 

On a cliff top above the sparkling blue Carib- 
bean, ofT-duty US servicemen in shorts gathered to 

play soccer or baseball. 

‘The calm is dangerous," Lieutenant-Colonel 
Rene Ramirez of the Cuban Frontier Force told 
Western reporters who visited Cuban forward 
posts on Wednesday. “This isn’t just propaganda, 
there is a mobilisation going on.” 

Havana says that three major US military exer- 
cises — “Global Shield”. “Ocean Venture" and 
“Defex” — are being held simultaneously for the 
first time in the Caribbean and are directly aimed 
against Cuba.

WASHINGTON, May 4, (Reuter): "Vice-president 
Dan Quayle, perhaps the only major US politician 
to have a quarterly publication devoted exclusively 
to him, has spawned a small but healthy cottage 
industry in tbe 1 6 months be has been in office. 

Quayle has been a target for ridicule from the 
media and from comedians since the day George 
Bush plucked tbe youthful Indiana senator from 
relative obscuri ty and made him his running mate in 
the 1 988 presidential election campaign. 

“The Quayle Quarterly” is one of many items 
produced by enterpreneuis profiting from Quayie’s 
unage as a bumbling, clownish lightweight. 

Quayle paraphernalia ranges from T-shirts, but- 
tons, bumper stickers and doormats to a Quayle 
watch. 

More than a year as vice-president and a series of 
Foot-in-mouth gaffes have done little to improve his 
image. 

A recent poll found that 52 per cent of the 
American population think Quayle is not qualified 
to be president — the job he would immediately 
aggiiTnff if Bush died. 

The Quayle Quarterly (sold at $3.95) was founded 
by a husband-and-wife team who say there is a keen 
appetite for information on Quayle by citizens who 
worry about tbe prospect of him succeeding Bush: 

Such fears are being reinforced on a regular basis 
by comedians, especially' on televirion, who seem to 
draw on an inexhaustible supply of Quayle jokes to 
entertain their late-night audiences. 

There are many examples. 

“The vice-president left on a trip to-Central. 
America today and said on departure he was look- 
ing forward to seeing CentraL America again, 
especially Ohio, Indiana andNebraska." „ ^ ... 

“The Treasury has begun selling Quayle savings 
bonds. The problem with them is that they take 48 
years to mature." Quayle is 43. 

According to the Quayle Quarterly’s publisher, 
Jeffrey Loder, collecting Quayle information and 
Quayle trivia has become “a kind of cult" among 
enough Americans to create a market for a new 
publication. 

The fitst issue of the 16-page quarterly included 
“The Quayle trail,” a world map tracing the vice- 
president’s travels and some of the statements critics 
rite as proof that he is not presidential material. 

In Samoa, for example, Quayle addressed a wel- 
comingcrowd in April 1989 with these words: “You 
all look like happy campers to me. Happy campers 
you are, happy campers you have been and. as far as

WASHINGTON. May 4, 
(R&uer); New discoveries of liny 
dinosaurs and other litlle 
creatures that flourished millions 
of 'years ago while huge din- 
osaurs were dying are adding to 
ihe mystery of what killed off the 
big beasts, a noted scientist said 
on Wednesday. 

Paleontologist Robert Bakker 
of the University of Colorado 
said scientists uncovered fossils 
and identified a new dinosaur — 
a long-tailed, 20-pound (9 kg) 
grass and plant-eating animal 
that lived in Wyoming some 1 ?0 
million years ago. 

The two-foot-long (61 cm) 
dinosaur was named 'by Bakker 
this week “Drinker Nisii” —and 
nicknamed Little Big Foot. 

Bakker and other scientists 
found it and three other newly- 
found remains of creatures in the 
so-called Breakfast Bench fossil 
area Bakker identified in the 
1970s. 


The other petrified bones were 
those of two fierce, rodent-iike 
mammals weighing less than a 
pound (0.4 kg) each and a turtle 
described as neurologically 
sophisticated. 

Bakker said they thrived in a 
swampy environment between 
1 30 million years ago when many 
dinosaurs were dying off and 65 
million years later when scient- 
ists believe the behemoths finally 
became extinct — clearing the 
way for the emergence of mam- 
mals, which dominate the earth 
today. 

"These petrified bones fill in 
one of the most important gaps 
in dinosaurian history, 
documenting a time when 
strange events exterminated 
many dinosaur families.** he 
said. 

“Almost every species dug up 
here is new to science and is so 
different that new general had to 


be created in order to describe 
them,” he said. 

In an interview. Bakker said 
there were several mass extinc- 
tions in ancient history in which 
many of the huge dinosaurs died 
while small animals flourished. 

“That's the clue to this serial 
killer — the event out there in the 
eco-system that zapped these 
animals.*' he said.

Nuclear plants 
conditions awful 

Reports reveal failures 


WASHINGTON, May 4. (AP): 
The Energy Department for the 
first time is allowing a keyhole 
glimpse at the daily goings-on in 
the secretive world of its nuclear 
bomb builders. 

The view is incompJeie, bul 
among the things you can see are 
drug use. thievery, fires, com- 
puter tampering, equipment 
failures and almost daily con- 
tamination of workers by 
plutonium or other lethal or 
toxic nuclear weapons materials. 

And that’s just the unclassified 
stuff. 

The failings are catalogued in a 
6-inch (15-centimetre) stack of 
internal reports made public by 
the Energy Department on Mon- 
day, six weeks after a department 
contractor made their existence 
known by mistakenly sending 
copies of one report to gover- 
nors* offices. 

The release of the papers, 
called Daily Operations Reports 
and written for Energy Secretary 
James D. Watkins, marks a sig- 
nificant, if limited, crack in the 
wall of secrecy behind which the 
nuclear arms makers have 
operated for nearly a half-cen- 
tury. 

The weapons plants are owned 
by the Energy Department but 
operated by private contractors. 

The reports, covering the 
period of Aug 24, 1989. to 


present, describeproblems rang- 
ing in seriousness from safely 
lapses at the Savannah River 
nuclear reactors, to concern 
about “media noise" over 
environmental problems at the 
rocky fiats arms plant near Den- 
ver, to an offsite fight between 
Savannah River electricians in 
South Carolina. 

Much of . the information, 
presented in a shorthand form 
with little or no explanation, had 
not previously been made public. 

Watkins told a group of 
weapons plant critics on Mon- 
day that the reports showed con- 
ditions at the plants were “awful, 
just awful” last summer but are 
now improving. 

Among the more serious 
failures: 

— A backup system for pump- 
ing water to cool one of the 
Savannah River nuclear reactors 
may have been unusable for the 
past five years because of missing 
wiring. Engineers discovered the 
wiring was missing last Decem- 
ber. 

— Significant uranium 
releases at the Hanford weapons 
plant in Washington State were 
not reported for several months. 
The reason: the releases occurred 
after the Energy Department 
standard for radiation protec- 
tion was inadvertently cancelled 
in January 1989,butbeforeitwas 
reinstated in July 1989. 


‘End one-party system’ 

Former Kenyan ministers appeal 


NAIROBI, May 4, (UPI): Two powerful former 
cabinet ministers called yesterday for an immediate 
end to the one-party slate in Kenya, and appealed 
for the dissolution of the country's parliament and 
the election of a new one under stringent electoral 
control. 

“Like elsewhere in Africa and the world gen- 
erally, the single party system must go now and not 






tomorrow,” saia Kenneth Matiba, 57, a disgraced 
former transport minister and Charles Rubia. 67, 
formerly the first black mayor of Nairobi, in a joint 
statement. 

Kenya's leaders, under President Daniel Arap 
Moi, have repeatedly rejected the notion of multi- 
party democracy in recent months, saying that those 
who advocate breaking the monopoly of the Kenya 
African National Union Party are agents of neo- 
colonialism. Only a one-party stale, Moi has said, 
can preven t Kenya degenerating into tribal conflict. 

“We believe our single party system is the root 
cause of the political, economic and social woes we 
now face.” Matiba and Rubia said, however. They 
called for the abolition of a constitutional amend- 
ment of 1 9S2, which made Kanu the sole legal party 
in Kenya, and said Lhe amendment infringed article 
20 of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. 

Article 20 guarantees freedom of peaceful assem- 
bly and association. 

Matiba and Rubia said at a press conference they 
had no plans to form a parly of their own, 

“It is not our intention to do so,” Rubia said. “We 
feel duty bound to participate in this very important

HONG KONG. May 4.IAP): About 
I J 00 police officers wearing riot gear 
and backed by armoured vehicles 
fired tear-gas today to restore order 
at a detention centre for Vietnamese 
boat people. 

About 200 Vietnamese considered 
by local authorities as troublemakers 
were taken from the huge Whitehead 
camp in suburban Hong Kong that 
houses more than 22.000 boat peo- 
ple, said police spokesman E’man 
Kwong. They were transferred to 
other detention centres in this British 
colony /or investigation by security 
officials. 

Nine Vietnamese were arrested as 
police searched Whitehead dor- 
mitories for homemade weapons. 

“The main purpose (is) to restore 
law and order in the camp and boost 
morale," Kwong said. 

The operation came at the end of a 
week of escape attempts and violent 
confrontations with police inside 
Whitehead, where tensions has been 
running high. 

Monster 

The top United Nations refugee 
relief official in Hong Kong said yes- 
terday that Whitehead had become a 
“monster” of which no one seemed in 
complete control. He cited overcrow- 
ding and the loss of hope among 
many Vietnamese of being resettled 
overseas as factors for the unrest. 

The police entered the camp early 
today to join about 300 other security 
officers In a search for homemade 
weapons. 

Several hundred Vietnamese put 
up barricades of iron rods and bed- 
ding to prevent the officers from 
entering. Police fired more than 100 
canisters of tear-gas after some of the 
boat people attempted to attack with 
homemade weapons, Kwong said. 

Two police were injured before, 
order was restored an hour later. The 
search continued through the day, 
Kwong said. 

Early yesterday, police fired tear- 
gas at Whitehead to stop an escape 
attempt by about 50 Vietnamese. On 
Sunday, about 100 boat people cut 
through fences and escaped from the 
camp. 

“Ive never seen so many police in 
my life.” one witness said. “They're 
tearing the huts apart." 

Screaming 

“The police and the CSD (Correc- 
tional Services Department) are 
working in parallel,'' a witness said. 
“The police are arresting those who 
offer violent resistance or are armed, 
while CSD has taken about 40 others 
out of the camp." 

A Reuter photographer at the 
scene said Vietnamese in three sec- 
tions of the camp were still resisting 
the police eight hours after the search 
started. 

"They are throwing stones, 
screaming and yelling and keeping 
the police from searching their huts,” 
he said, adding that they tore down 
home-made US flags strung up by 
the Vietnamese. 

Police at Whitehead said they had 


found about 100 makeshift spears 
and knives and what appeared to be a 
partly assembled gun. Inmates 
fashion weapons from steri window 
and bed frames. 

Rising tension at Whitehead, 
where inmates five in cramped 
prison-like conditions, has led to 
increasing violence and break-outs. 

The colony's secretary for security 
Alistair A sprey said authorities plan- 
ned to transfer a few hundred gang 
leaders and troublemakers from 
Whitehead to a special high security 
camp at Chi Mah Wan on Lamau 
island by June. 

On Wednesday Asprey said the 
government would consider using 
some of the estimated 9.000-strong 
British garrison to help guard the 
camps but only as a last resort. 

Yesterday's’ incident started when 
a Correctional Services Department 
riot squad, brought in to strengthen 
security, spotted about 20 Viet- 
namese who bad used boll-cutters to 
sever the inner perimeter fence. 

They retreated when challenged 
but reappeared with another 30 boat 
people, armed with makeshift spears 
and choppers. 

A CSD spokesman said the Viet- 
namese started throwing stones and ' 
attempted to cut the outer wire. 
Guards fired tear-gas and the situa- 
tion was brought under control shor- 
tly before da wd. 

Appalling 

“They were armed with makeshift 
weapons, such as sharpened window 
bars.” said assistant CSC Raymond 
Lai. 

“It's an appalling phrase, but 
there’s only one way to describe it — 
compassion fatigue. Major reset- 
tlement countries like the United 
States, France, Britain, Australia 
and Canada have had enough,” said 
' a senior diplomat with long 
experience of the issue. 

“The only way to open these peo- 
ple uow is to go back. Meanwhile the 
Southeast Asian counuies areeaught 
in the middle," he added. 

Thousands of Vietnamese are still 
streaming out of the country — 
Indonesia has taken 5,000 since Jan- 
. uary, just over 1,400 have arrived in 
Hong Kong and 3,900 have reached 
Thailand. 

Hong Kong now has 54,000 in 
camps and detention centres, 
Thailand more than 15,000. the 
Philippines 26,000 and Malaysia, 
which has 20,000 Vietnamese, is now 
reported to be pushing boats away. 

Robert Van Leeuwen. United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees chief in Hong Kong, said 
although arrivals in the colony were 
down 66 per cent over the same 
period Iasi year, the overall arrival 
rale for the region was only 15 per 
cent lower. 

International efforts to reach a 
solution over the years have achieved 
mixed results. The 1979 Geneva con- 
ference adopted the first asylum 
policy which initially worked well, 
with Southeast Asian countries giv- 
ing asylum to arrivals ou the basis of 
resettlement pledges from the West.

Variously known as the Pearl of Allah and 
the Pearl of Lao-Tzu, the natural pearl went 
on display yesterday and later wfll be shown 
to prospective buyers. 

The Guinness Book of Records says it is 
the largest of its kind in the world. Pan 
owner Peter Hoffman, a jewellery dealer, 
said he had been told the pearl was worth 
from S25 million to 550 million. 

The pearl's stock is boosted by the roman- 
tic legend that says it grew 2.500 years ago, 
when Chinese philosopher-spiritualist Lao- 
Tzu had a small amulet placed in a clam. 

People who gaze upon the stone are said 
to see the imaged of Buddha, Confucius and 
Lao-Tzu, the Filipino tribal chief who once 
owned ildeclared it a gift from God.

Aide denies army move 


MOSCOW, May 4, (Reuter): A top 
aide tb President Mikhail Gorbachev 
denied today that the Soviet leader 
had faced a challenge from the 
military. 

But the aide. -Alexander Yak- 
oviyev, a prominent Kremlin liberal, 
condemned ■'ultra-rightists" he said 
were working to destroy reform. 

. Yakovlyev also cold a news con- 
ference Moscow would beready for 
talks with rebel Lithuania if the Bal- 
tic republic's leaders froze their 
independence declaration. 

. “We have no facts to suggest the 
army is working in any way at all 
against perestroika or against the 
processes that are under way in our 
society." said Yakovlyev. a member 
of the Communist Party politburo 
and Gorbachev's president council. 

He said Western press reports in 
the past two days suggesting 
dementsin themiKtary put on a show 
of force in February to pressure Gor- 
bachev into policy changes “have no 
basis..." ■ 

“There were no army movements, 
and no demands made on Gorbachev 
or on the government,” he said. 

Bat he said an anti-Gorbachev 
outburst by some marchers during 
Red Square demonstrations on May 
Day was organised by ultra-con- 
servative forces who wanted a return 
to “slaveDke obedience and subjuga- 
tion of tbc people." 

In the first comment by a top 
Kremlin figure on the unprece den ted 
incident, Yakovlyev confirmed that 
Gorbachev and other leaders left the 
Red Square reviewing stand because 
of the behaviour of some marchers. 

"Yes. the leadership left the 
tribune and left it for political 
reasons, bring very strongly in dis- 
agreement with the ultra-right con- 
servative positions being expressed 
by people who had come onto the 
square," Yakovlyev said. 


■ Nato’s top expert on Soviet affairs 
said yesterday the Soviet military 
were putting intense pressure on 
Gorbachev and may have laid os a 
show of force recently. 

Christopher Donnelly said media 
reports that the country had been on 
the brink of civil war or a coup were 
distorted and untrue. 

He said there were increasing signs 
that the Soviet military, upset about 
the speed of economic reforms and 
disarmament, had been given a 
greater say by Gorbachev recently. 

Earlier yesterday, British mroia 
quoted unnamed Nato officials as 
saying the Soviet Union came dose 
to civil war earlier this year, when 
troops were said to have massed in a 
Moscow suburb and banded out 
weapons. 

They said that 3.000 to 4.000 
troops gathered in a Moscow suburb 
on February 25, the day of a pro- 
democracy demonstration in Mos- 
cow, and handed out weapons to 
military academy students. 

President George Bush said yester- 
day he sometimes worries about a 
military takeover in the Soviet Union 
that would unseat Gorbachev and 
reverse Eastern Europe's strides 
toward democracy. 

He saluted Gorbachev as “the 
architect of perestroika" and 
extolled the Soviet president for exer- 
cising “great restraint" as Poland, 
East Germany. Czechoslovakia and 
other Warsaw Pact countries under- 
took deep reforms. 

However, he slid at a news con- 
ference, US fore gn policy “is not 
based on iust Mr. Gorbachev." 

Bush also denied that be has with- 
held support for Lithuanian 
independence because of a desire to 
see Gorbachev and his reforms sue- 


Two deputies walked out of 
the session during the vote, 
including Alfreds Rubiks, 
Latvia's Communist Party chief. 
He earlier had said there would 
be demonstrations and strikes by 
non-Latvians who oppose 
independence if the measure pas- 
sed. 

As the time for the vote 
approached, young girls m gold 
headbands and bright pink skins 
sang Latvian folk songs outside 
the Supreme Soviet building. 
Demonstrators held red and 
white Latvian flags. 

The bill, proposed by the 
Latvian People's Front that 
dominates the parliament, pro- 
claims the beginning of an uns- 
pecified period of transition to 
f ull independence. In the interim, 
the draft provides for negotia- 
tions with Moscow. 

The neighbouring Republic of 
Estonia has taken a similar step. 
The third Baltic Republic. Lith- 
uania, declared full indepen- 
dence on March 1 1 . 

Shortages 

In response, Moscow imposed 
a partial economic blockade that 
has caused shortages of key sup- 
plies, such as fuel and medical 
items. 

Members of Latvia's opposi- 
tion complained they were noL 
given enough time to study the 
declaration. Others said Mos- 
cow would respond with heavy 
pressure to rescind the measure. 

Rubiks said his constituents 
oppose the declaration. 

“They will express themselves 
in mass demonstrations and 
political strikes in all the cities" if 
themeasure passes, he said. They 
also would ask Soviet President 
Mikhail Gorbachev to impose 
presidential rale, he said. 

Rubiks instead urged a 
popular referendum on seces- 
sion. 

Other speakers, however, said 
the declaration was the only way 
to avoid demographic disaster 
for Latvians, who are dose to 
becoming a minority on their . 
own territory. ■' 

• After voting on the declara- 
tion, the parliament planned to 
vote on whether to send an 
announcement of their decision 
to Gorbachev and whether to 
appeal for support from the 
world, the police, the KGB secret 
police and the Soviet people.

Yesterday, Lithuanian 
President Vytautus Landsbergis 
advised his neighbours to “be 
strong and have courage.” 

In Lithuania, 80 per cent of the 
people are ethnic Lithuanian. 
About 54 per cent of Latvia’s 
population of Z7 million people 
are Latvian. Most of the rest are 
ethnic Russians, many of whom 
oppose independence.

ATHENS May 4, (AP): Parliament narrowly elected 
elder smtesman Constantine Caramanlis today to the 
largely ceremonial post of President.

Short-range arms to go 


WASHINGTON, May 4, (Reuter»: President George 
Bush said yesterday revolutionary change in the Soviet 
bloc has made a new Nato short-range nuclear missile 
obsolete and will require a summit of allied leaders this 
summer to consider the political role of the alliance. 

Bush called a news conference to announce formally 
that the United States would not pursue plans for a new 
missile to replace the Lance and would not modernise an 
arsenal of nuclear artillery. 

His proposal for a Nato summit was quickly agreed to 
by allied, foreign ministers meeting in Brussels. It will be 
held in London, probably in late June or early July. 

“I suggest that this summit should address, first, the 
future political mission of the alliance, reaffirming its 
crucial role in managing and stabilising the transforma- 
tion of Europe," Bush said. 

He also said the summit should agree on broad objec- 
tives for future negotiatio ns between the United States and 
the Soviet Union aimed at eliminatine short-range nuclear 
arms in Europe. He said it should consider Europe’s 
conventional forces requirements as well. 

Bush said there was less need for short-range nuclear 
weapons because of the reduction in East-West tensions. 

"In response to these new conditions. I've decided to 
terminate the follow-on to the Lance programme and 
cancel any further modernisation of US nuclear artillery 
shells deployed in Europe," he said. He was referring to a 
replacement programme for 88 Lance missile launchers. 
They date back to 1978 and will be obsolete in the mid- 
1990s. 

Most of the Lance systems are based in West Germany 
and are only capable of hitting targets in East Germany.

BONN, May 4, (AP): US Secretary 
of State Janus Baker tried today to 

S ide the Soviet Union thatmem- 
p by a United Germany in the 
Nato alliance would not upset the 
delicate East- West balance of power 
in Europe. 

But Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze, while pleased 
by US plans to cancel new short- 
range nudrar missile deployments m 
West Germany, reiterated Moscow's 
opposition to such a move. 

"We consider a unified Germany 
as an important factor of stability 
and peace in Europe.’' Shevardnadze 
said at the start of two days of talks 
on German unification. "For such a 
giant to belong to one bloc, one 
alliance ... will not create conditions 

of stability." 

Obstacles 

Shevardnadze and Baker were in 
Bonn for talks tomorrow with the 
foreign ministers of both Germanys. 
Britain and France to discuss one of 
the trickiest obstacles to creating a 
united Germany — figuring out bow 
to keep it from disrupting European 
stability. 

West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl held separate talks with 
Shevardnadze and Baker today. 

"We hope we will be in a position 
to get some answers," Baker told 
reporters as he greeted Shevardnadze 
in the lobby of his hotel in Bonn. 

Baker said be also planned to talk 
with Shevardnadze about the situa- 
tion in the Soviet republic of Lith- 
uania, which has declared indepen- 
dence from Moscow and is enduring 
a Kremlin economic blockade. 

The US administration has with- 
held any direct pressure on Moscow 
in the Lithuanian dispute while urg- 
ing the two sides to give ground in 
their positions in order to hold talks 
aimed at a peaceful settlement. 
Encouraged 

Shevardnadze said today he was 
encouraged by the latest US anns- 
control initiatives unveiled by Baker 
during the Nato meeting in Brussels. 

Baker yesterday announced that 
the United States win scrap develop- 
ment of more powerful Lance mis- 
sfles and abandon plans to modernise 
its battlefield nuclear artillery in 
Europe. 

He also offered to negotiate a 
reduction in the 88 Lance missile 
launchers that now target East Ger- 
many with 700 nuclear missiles and 
900 conventional rockets if the 
Soviets dropped their objections to 
Nato membership for a united Ger- 
many. 

The latest USproposals reflect the 
chang ing situation in Europe since 
the overthrow of hard-line commun- 
ist governments in the East bloc last 
year. 

She var dnnH7e caTlnd the US 
reduction announcement a "good 
decision," but also noted that the 
Soviets were the first to propose 
eliminating short-range nudear 
weapons. 

“We had proposed it a long time 
ago and offered it," he said. "We 
lave already almost completely des- 
troyed this class of rockets.” 
Western analysts have long 
speculated that ultimately the United 
States would shift from ground- 
based nudear missiles to air-Iaim- 
chcd cruise missiles as the predomin- 
ant American weapon in Europe. 

Baker and Shevardnadze's talks 
today will be followed by a summit 
May 30 in Washington between US 
President George Bush and Soviet 
President Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Bush is pushing for the completion 
of the conventional forces treaty by 
the end of the year. He also wants to 
speed up negotiations with the Soviet 
Union on reducing existing arsenals 
of short-range nuclear arms.

UK, France pledge closer military ties 


Link cut in N-arms to result of Vienna talks 


WADDESDON, England, May 
4, (AP): French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand and British 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher, whose nations have 
independent nuclear forces, 
agreed today to co-operate more 
closely on military matters. 

Mitterrand said co-operation 
involving nudear forces was not 
ruled out. 

Thatcher said US President 
George Bush’s dedsion not to 
develop a replacement for short- 
range Lana missiles in Germany 
increased the importance of 


modernising French and British 
nuclear forces. 

Mitterrand said France wants 
to link further reductions in 
nuclear weapon in Europe to 
concrete results from the 
negotiations in Vienna, Austria, 
on reducing conventional, or 
non-nuclear, forces such as tanks 
and artillery. 

“Both -of us independent 
nudear deterrent powers — the 
only two in Europe — we feel we 
should co-operate more dosdy 
on security and defence mat- 
ters.” Thatcher told a news con- 


“We have asked our foreign 
and defence ministers to superv- 
ise a programme of enhanod co- 
operation on these issues with 
particular emphasis on future 
defence arrangements in 
Europe,” she said. 

Asked whether this would 
include co-operation on nuclear 
matters, Mitterrand said: “We 
have decided to co-ordinate our 
co-operation on all these matters 
related to security in Europe and 
our own security.

Buyers come from East Europe and Iran 


DUBAI. (Reuter): More and 
more East Europeans, looking 
Tor the luxuries their own econ- 
omies do not provide, are Ending 
out what deprived Iranian con- 
sumers have known for a long 
time — ■ Dubai is an Aladdin's 
cave of consumer goodies. 

Last month, traders in con- 
sumer electrical goods reported a 
short-term squeeze in supplying 
products, mainly due to an unex- 
pected surge in demand from 
Eastern European buyers. 

“It was unusual as far as Eas- 
tern Europe was concerned. We 
were not prepared but we are 
now expecting them to pick up 
more" said an exprol manager at 
Oman National Electronics. 

The bazaar in Dubai, in the 
United Arab Emirates, a dyn- 
amic, mainly duty-free market- 


place at a crossroads in world 
trade, prides itself on its range of 
goods from Asia and the West. 

For many years now, the 
bazaar has been a mecca for Iran- 
ian consumers who flock over the 
Gulf from nearly Iran to load up 
with refrigerators, radios, telev- 
isions, and everything else that 
their own economy has failed to 
manufacture. 

But recently, the behaviour of 
East European buyers in the 
maze of shops and warehouse 
along the busy creek that cuts 
through the centre of Dubai has 
become a kind of reflection in 
miniature of their national econ- 
omic aspirations and fears. 

Direct flights by East 
European airlines to Dubai, 
which is also an important inter- 
national flight transit centre, 


have encouraged the buying 
spree. 

Polish shoppers have led the 
invasion, starting to come in 
force about a year ago with 
individuals arriving on Poland's 
Lot airline. 

“A lot of people in Poland 
have hard currency and want 
some luxury goods. Poles led the 
shopping because they have been 
allowed for some lime to have 
foreign currency accounts,” said 
an official at the Polish Trade 
Centre in Dubai. 

Bulgarians and Yugoslavs, 
many of them aircrew buying for 
consumer consortiums, are also 
combing the market for com- 
petitively priced, mainly elec- 
trical goods, a sales manager at 
Jacky's Electronics said. 

East Germans, however, have 


disappeared from the market 
recently, awaiting a West Ger- 
man decision on switching their 
virtually valueless savings into 
hard West Grman marks as part 
of the German unification 


most liberalised economy, keeps 
its consumers out of the market 
with high duties.

“They are keeping their 
money just now until they know

German airline Interflug. 

When they get the hard 
currency marks, Dubai traders 
expect them to return. 

“We can get the good products 
and prices from West Germany 
because we are so close, but no 
doubt if they can get to Dubai 
they can get them cheaper” the 
Interflug man said.

: past there were a lot of 
private imports, but now our 
own industries provide the 
goods, or we import direct from. 
Asia,” said a manager at Hun- 
gary's T rade Centre in Dubai. 

And then there are the shop- 
pers from the Soviet Union, not 
so many yet, but Russian is defin- 
itely heard in Dubai’s bazaar. 

It is almost impossible to cal- 
culate volumes and values of 
goods diappearing into Easten 
Europe from Dubai because 
many of the buyers are 
individuals, and the retailers and 
wholesalers have not kept die 
relevant statistics. 

However, one unidentified 
buyers alone was sending up to 


100.000 dollars worth of goods 
to Poland per month, said a 
Dubai cargo company manager. 

The recent tightness in the 
market is largely because the 
East Europeans are looking for 
specific goods with prices that fit 
their pockets, and plugs that fit 
their sockets. 

Naturally, they would like the 
upmarket Japanese names but 
it’s a price-conscious market,^ 
said the Oman .National Elec- 
tronics manager. Cheaper South 
Korean electricals like Goldstar 
are therefore in big demand.

Private water wells 


Oman cracks down 
on illegal drilling 


MUSCAT, Oman, May 4, ( AP): A quarter of a million Omani 
villagers began registering their private wells Thursday as part of 
the state crackdown on illegal water drilling in this desert 
sultanate. 

Around 25 per cent of the one million population have their 
own wells, resulting in rapidly falling water levels across the 
country, a water resources ministry spokesman said. 

“The aim is to preserve Oman’s dwindling groundwater 
resources. From now on, a state permit will be required to own a 
welL” said the spokesman who is not named in line with govern- 


ment regulations. “Our intention is not to dose up everyone's 
wells but to control haphazard drilling to prevent fiirthc 


ler over- 
extraction and saline intrusion.' 

The spokesman said that the sul tanat e at present has no 
reliable data on the number and type of wells in the country but 
estimates at least 250,000 are in use. 

“We are unable therefore to estimate current extraction 
levels.” he said. “We cannot control the situation unless we know, 
what wells are being used where and we are therefore requiring 
each owner to register with their local state governor's office.” 

Oman, the second largest country on the Arabian Peninsula, 
covers 300,000 square kilometres (120,000 square miles) of arid 
and rugged terrain. Rainfall averages less than four inches (10 
ems) a year. 

Villagers have traditionally relied on wells and the ‘falaj’ 
system for drinking water and supplies for their livestock and 
crops. 

They are known to drill for water for depths of up to 700 metres 
(yards) to locate deep aquifers. 

The falaj, which is believed to have originated in Persia, 
consists of underground supplies of water tapped andchannelled 
in a network of tunnels and culverts to bring water to villages 
many miles away. 

Each village has its own falaj which flows first through the 
community mosque for Muslim ritual deansing and is then used 
for drinking and washing before being channelled to irrigate the 
country’s staple date, palm and citrus crops. . *. 

The construction of new wells and modification of existing 
ones has to be controlled to avoid excessive exploitation of water 
resources which has resulted in seawater seepage.

Omani agreement up for renewal 


US access to airfields 


MANAMA, Bahrain, May 4. (AP): The 
US government is negotiating with Oman 
over the extension ofa 10-year agreement 
allowing it to use airfield facilities in the 
1 strategic Strait of Hormuzregion. Western 
diplomatic sources said Wednesday. 

The agreement expires in June. 

The sources, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said the agreement's renewal 
was “largely a matter of protocol ." 
Negotiations were continuing following 
the las t round of bilateral talks held in the 
Omani capital, Muscat in March, they 
added. 

“It is a fact that the US-Otnani access 
agreement and an associated memoran- 
dum of understanding are being renewed. 


It is an uncontroversial renewal with no 
intention on either side for changes, 1 ' said 
an Omani-based Western diplomat. 

The sources stressed the agreement 
provided only for US access to airfields, 
and could not beinterpreted as an alliance. 

The sources said the renewal was wel- 
comed by Britain. Oman’s principal arms 
supplier and whose own security co-opera- 
tion with the oii-rich, conservative sultan- 
ate is described as “deep and long-stand- 
ing.” 

Oman is located on the southeastern 
corner of the Arabian peninsula, by the 
Strait of Hormuz, the narrow entrance to 
the Arabian Gulf. Oil-export terminals in 
theGulf handle onesixthoftheworld’soil. 


The original agreement, signed on June 
4. 1980, granted US military forces access 
to the airfield on Masirab island off 
Oman’s eastern coast, 650 kilometres (400 
miles) from the strait. Monsoon winds 
make Masirab unreachable by ship four 
months a year. 

The agreement also gave the United 
Slates access to mainland air bases at 
Thumrait in southern Oman and at Seeb, 
45 kilometres (28 miles) west of the capital. 

The accord, provides for US access “in 
circumstances where both countries would 
txmefiC’ without differentiating between 
peace and wartime. 

Under the terms of the agreement the 


United States has carried out substantial 
military construction to upgrade Omani 
airfield facilities, which remain the 
property of the Omani government. 

The agreement was first initiated when 
Washington was looking for Middle East 
facilities for its Rapid Deployment Force. 

The RDF was subsequently converted 
into the Florida-based Central Command 
which controlled the US Navy warships 
rushed to the Gulf at the height of the 8- 
year I ran- Iraq war to protect international 
shipping. 

Fighting in the war came to an end 
through tiie implementation of a UN- 
sponsored ceasefire in August 1988.

ADEN, South Yemen, May 4, (AP):Tbe leaders of 
North and South Yemen have advanced the union 
of their two states by six months to May 26, scrap- 
ping interim steps, officials reported Wednesday. 

The May 26 proclamation would move union up 
by six months. 

The scrapped steps include the approval of a 
constitution and possible separate plebiscites, said 
the sources who spoke on condition of anonymity. 

The speeding up is intended to frustrate growing 
opposition in both the impoverished Red Sea Arab 
states, said diplomatic sources. 

Islamic fundamentalists in the still mainly tribal 
and conservative North fear the future likely 
influence of radicals in the South, the Arab world’s 
only Marxist state; which they consider atheistic. 


likely imposition of Islamic law, including veils for 
women, in their secular society. 

North Yemeni President Ali Abdullah Saleh and 
South Yemeni strongman Ali Salam AJ Beidh, the 
Secretary-General of the ruling Yemeni Socialist 
Party “are moving incredibly fast,” said a Western 
diplomat in the northern capital, Sanaa. 

“They have discussed almost every option,” 
added the diplomat who spoke on conditioa of 
anonymity. 

Under the speeded up unity plan the two 
parliaments of the two Yemens will meet on May 24 
and 25 to approve the final version of the executive 
structure of the unified state, the sources said. 

They added this will take the form of a 5-member 
'presidential council’ to be headed by Saleh, and 
including two members each from the North and 
South. 

Beidh is expected to be elected vice-president or 
deputy chairman of the council, while current South 
Yemen President Heider Al Atlas will be asked to 
form a joint cabinet, the sources said. 

The sources said it was not clear whether a plebis- 
cite would beheld after the May 26 prodamauon.

New CSC contracts 


Rules clarified 

KUWAIT’S Civil Service Commission will hire teachers, doctors, 
engineers and experts on the basis of existing contracts, according to a 
CSC source. He clarified that the professionals mentioned above would 
be given the contracts I,II or III. 

However, any government agency will reserve the right to implement 
the new lumpsum contract, with CSC approval, if the terms of the 
contract can be applied in the case of the proposed job, he explained. 

He clarified that CSC will considereach case separately for lumpsum 
contract employees. CSC will also determine if the contract made with a 
non-Kuwaiti employee-designate falls within the categories to which 
the contract is applicable. 

Meanwhile, Kuwait’s Publiclnstitute for Social Security has sugges- 
ted raising the retirement age for Kuwaiti employees from 50 years to 55 
years. The recommendation is part ofa study done on early retirement 
among Kuwaiti employees. It also recommended a suspension of 
gratuity payment to employees who do not abide by the retirement age 
rules.

China cautious 

Hanoi wants 
normal ties 

KUNMING, China, ( Reuter): During the Vietnam war, when Beijing 
supported Hanoi's communist forces, Chinese leaders often used the 
ancient proverb “Close as lips and teeth" to describe relations with their 
ally. 

Years of hostility after Vietnam's invasion of Cambodia in 1 978 and 
a border war in 1979 fractured the links. 

Now Hanoi, weary of its Cambodian foray and eager to get its 
creaking economy in gear, is keen to normalise ties. 

Vietnamese Deputy Foreign Minsiter Dinh Nho Liem arrived in 
Beijing on T uesday for talks on restoring bilateral ties. 

Liem, who made two visits to China last year in an effort to normalise 
relations, told reporters at Beijing airport he was optimistic about his 
scheduled week-long visit, which would include talks on Cambodia. 

Relations 

"I am here to contribute to the 
normalisation of relations bet- 
ween the two countries." said 
Liem. “With efforts by both sides 
we are always optimistic." 

He was expected to discuss 
Cambodia's future internal 
political alignment, an issue 
Hanoi has avoided in pasl talks 
with China. 

Diplomats in Beijing said this 
was a further sign of Hanoi’s 
interest in easing friction over 
Cambodia. But China has 
moved ahead cautiously. 

If there is one place in China 
where the benefits of rappro- 
chement are being weighed it is in 
Yunnan, this southwestern 
province which shares a lengthy 
border with China’s former ally. 

The guns on both sides have 
long since fal len silent . Where the 
two countries once traded 
artillery salvos, they now 
exchange less lethal merchandise 
— clothes, hot-water boLtles and 
food. 

In recent years a 20-km 02- Dinh Nho Liem 

mile) wide strip along the border 

has been opened to Vietnamese who are permitted to cross over to trade 
at five officially sanctioned markets in the province. 

Normal 

“Relations haven't returned to normal yet so we can't set up more," 
Zhu Chenghua. an official at Yunnan's Economic Commission, said in 
an interview in the provincial capital of Kunming. 

“But if relations improve, of course, we would benefit more than 
other parts of China.” 

The friendship bridge linked the town of Hekou in Yunnan to Lao 
Gai in Vietnam before it was damaged in the 1 979 border war. Trains 
carried supplies across the border to help North Vietnamese commun- 
ists wage war against the capitalist south and its American allies. 

“If the railway is put back in service, it would help. It would be in both 
our interests," said Zhu ; 

There are no figures for the value of border trade between the two 
communist states, it is conducted mainly by private traders, and in 
economies that rely on slate planning, free market business is relatively 
minor. 

Beijing has imposed restrictions on trade. Vietnamese who cross into 
China can buy only 30 yuan (S6.35) worth of goods on each trip, 
according to Chinese officials. 

China refuses to sell goods, like cotton, deemed to have strategic . 
value, and it does not permit its citizens into Vietnam. 

While Beijing lakes a cautious view of trade with Vietnam, it is 
putting out the welcome mat for Hanoi's ally, Laos. 

"Laos has been the back door to restoring ties with Vietnam,” said a 
Western diplomat in Beijing. 

Co-operation 

The mayor of Vientiane visited Kunming in April, only a few days 
after the Laotian deputy minister of transport called on Yunnan 
officials to discuss a joint survey of the Mekong river to make it 
navigable to bigger boaLs and possible co-operation on road 
improvements. 

Co-operation between the two countries in coal and tin mining is also 
under discussion. A trade arm of the Y unnan government is expected to 
set up an office in Vientiane soon and Laos may open an office in 
Kunming. 

“The message to Vietnam is that if you are nice to us — like Laos, 
there may be rewards for you loo,” said a diplomat. 

So far. the big rewards have eluded Hanoi. While Vietnam says it has 
withdrawn its troops from Cambodia. China insists this is a sham. 

Beijing continues to arm the Khmer Rouge, who were toppled from 
power by invading Vietnamese troops and are now the strongest of the 
three guerrilla factions fighting the pro-Hanoi government in Phnom 
Penh.

Kohl assumes important role 

DUBLIN, Ireland, (AP): As German unification — ^ “t • p* , • . 
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DUBLIN, Ireland, (AP): As German unification 
rapidly approaches. West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl has assumed an increasingly important 
role on the international stage. 

Once viewed as an affable politician merely play- 
ing to the large conservative bloc in his nation. Kohl 
is probably the single most important voice in the 
12-nation European Economic Community. 

During Saturday's summit in Dublin, the EEC 
said it “warmly welcomes” a joining of the two 
German states. That declaration in large part 
reflects the efforts by Kohl's government to dispel 
initial European jitters. 

Irish Prime Minister Charles Haughey, the 
current EEC president, took the extraordinary step 
of inviting the 60-year-old Kohl to share the 
spotlight at the community’s final news conference. 

Dominated 

Kohl, who dominated the briefing, called the 
EECs full support of German unification a “his- 
toric hour.” 

The Kohl taking centre stage didn’t go unnoticed 
in France, which has long prided itself on being the 
driving intellectual force behind the European 
Economic Community. There was even some grum- 
bling. 

“It was still in good taste, even a few months ago, 
to depict Helmut Kohl as a man with limited talents 
— as a provincial politician,” said the influential Le 
Monde newspaper of Paris on Saturday. 

“Today, people are starting to suspect him of 
wanting to carve up his neighbours and dominate 
the continent,” the newspaper continued. 

Kohl firmly rejects such assertions. He says a 
unified Germany with a combined population of 
nearly 80 million will serve the interests of the 
community. 

The chancellor has undertaken a close collabora- 
tion with French President Francois Mitterrand on 
achieving political union. 

That has left British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher even more firmly embedded in her role as 
the community's sceptical naysayer. 

After he became chancellor in 1982. Kohl's 
frequent repetitions of the call by his Christian 
Democratic Union fora united Germany were often 
dismissed as fanciful dreaming. 

Then came 1989 and the collapse of hardline 
communist governments across Eastern Europe. 
The political transformation included the downfall 
of Erich Honecker, Kohl’s longtime nemesis as 
communist leader in East Berlin. 

Control 

A little more than four months after the Berlin 
Wall began to crumble on Nov 9, East Germans had 
given a Kohl-backed coalition firm control of gov- 
ernment in East Berlin. 


DUBLIN, (Reuter): Decried only 
weeks ago as a reckless nationalist. 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl has succeeded in winning 
almost unanimous foreign approval 
for rapid German unification. 

The European Economic Com- 
munity warmly welcomed German 
unity on Saturday, joining a growing 
line of world leaders hailing Kohl's 
plan for one of the biggest upheavals 
post-war Europe has seen. 

The United States and the Soviet 
Union, the two superpowers who 
built up their post-war military 
machines on the premise of a divided 
Germany, had already given the 
green light. 

Poland, Czechoslovakia and Hun- 
gary, who in their collective com- 
munist pasts regularly denounced 
German nationalism, have also 
greeted unity as a natural and healthy 
development 

Bonn has worked long and hard to 
convince its neighbours — all faced 
with a "German question" at the 
beginning, middle and now the end of 
this century — that the new state will 
be a reliable friend rather than a 
Fourth Reich. 

Com m itment 

At the same lime, it has steered 
.clear of acrimonious debates .by 
stressing its commitment to Europe, 
so much so that West Germany and 
its EEC ally France deftly turned 
what was supposed to have been a 
special summit on unification into 
one on European political union. 

“I believe the (EEC) partners have 


recognised that German unification 
will not create problems but will heal 
a deep wound, namely the division of 
Europe,” West German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
said on Sunday.

Its next test comes today, when the 
two German foreign ministers and 
their colleagues from the four World 
War O victors — the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Britain and France 
— meet in Bonn to start mapping out 
future security arrangements for a 
united Germany. 

These “two-pl us- four' 1 talks aim 
to find a compromise acceptable to 
all sides by late this year, when it will 
be presented to the 35-nation con- 
ference on security and co-operation 
in Europe.

Many West Germans are worried about the stag- 
gering costs of unification, and Kohl has been 
unable to ease fears that a tax increase will be needed 
to finance unification. 


Taiwan chooses military premier 


TAIPEI. (Reuter): Taiwan's President may have 
hoped to consolidate his power with the surprise 
choice of a military man as premier, but analysts on 
Thursday said the plan may backfire and Lee Teng- 
Hui may end up a figurehead. 

Lee on Wednesday stunned Taiwan by nominat- 
ing Defence Minister Hau Pei-Tsun, a four-star 
general who last December stepped down as the 
. island's longest-serving chief of general staff, as 
premier. 

Since martial law ended in 1987, Taiwan's people 
had grown used to steady democratic reforms and 
the diminishmem of lie military. Before the 
announcement, analysts and the local press were 
unanimous in predicting the appointment of a 
politician, and Hau’s name was not mentioned even 
in jest. 

Compromise 

Analysts said Lee was forced to choose Hau as a 
compromise to calm fiercely competing factions 
within the ruling Nationalist Party that threatened 
the position of the president, a man wi thoul a power 
base or ties to the army. 

“Lee failed to keep his personal power because he 
had such a very bad relationsh p with party 
bureaucratsand the military," said h i Fu.aTaiwan 
University professor with close rela bns both with 
the governmeut and opposition. 

'“Lee sacrificed the establishment ofinstilutional 
democracy... the danger is having a ‘strong man,’ 
and inciting conflict with students and intellectuals. 
There could be trouble later,” he said. 


Hau, who provided the military might behind the 
Chiang family dynasty that governed Taiwan for 
almost 40 years, laughed at suggestions he would be 
a dictatorial leader. 

“There are many examples in democratic coun- 
tries of military men running the government. Pm 
going to run the government, not dominate it,” he 
said in an interview with the island’s three television 
stations. 

But analysts said Hau, 7 1 , with the military firmly 
loyal lo him personally, would be a much stronger 
figure than the president 

Obscurity 

Lee. an agricultural economist plucked from obs- 
curity to be the late president Chiang Ching-Kuo’s 
vice-president succeeded to office on Chiang’s 
death in January 1988. 

Taiwan's first native-born president, Lee was 
elected to a new term in his own right in March and 
will be inaugurated on May 20. 

“Lee may think he can control Hau but most 
people think Hau, with his military background, 
will control Lee.” said Lin Chia-Cheng, a political • 
scientist at Soochow University. 

Some analysts said Lee hoped Hau, with his 
background and power outside the political arena, 
would be less of a threat than the incumbent 
premier, Lee Huan, a consummate politician. 

“Hau is regarded by many people as a strong 
figure but politically he is not very sophisticated. Lee 
can play nis own game,” said Lu Ya-Li, a Taiwan 
University political scientist. 


The current premier, no relation to thepresident, 
and his cabinet will resign on May 10, officials said 
on Thursday. 

Hau's well-known conservative views could 
alienate the island's 80. per cent native-born 
majority. 

Han fled to Taiwan with the Nationalist govern- 
ment after the communist victory in China in 1949, 
and has strongly attacked any move toward 
“Taiwan independence,” saying the island's only 
future is reunification with the mainland. 

Taiwan officially considers itself the legitimate 
government of China, and Parliament is dominated 
by ageing legislators who only faced the voters once, 
on the mainland 43 years ago. ■ 

Opportunity 

“We had a good opportunity for parliamentary 
or constitutional reform. It's hard to see Hau doing 
that,” Lin said. 

Nationalist Party officials said Lee chose a man 
who would act decisively on problems of crime and 
stalled legislation — 37 major bills still await 
parliamentary approval, part of a backlog of more 
than 300 legislative acts. 

But the island’s fledgling opposition party 
immediately promised to fight die appointment in 
Parliament, which must approve new premiers. 

The opposition’s 23 members in the 269-seat 
Parliament wield power by filibustering and fight- 
ing, even when they cannot win votes.

“The police was so manipulated by the com- ; 
munists. It was an instrument in the hands of 
the Communist Party,” he added. 

Many Poles still distrust and fear the SB 
security police which, together with the 
Citizens’ Militia Police Force, is controlled by 
the Interior Ministry. 

.. Scandal 

Only last week, a potential scandal broke 
when fire gutted the fiat of pro-Solidarity jour- 
nalist Jerzy Jachowicz, who had received death 
threats after writingarticleson the secret police. 

■Jacbowicz's wife died when leaping from 
their second-floor apartment. Officials said the 
fire was almost certainly arson, and the 
Solidarity paper Gazeta Wyborcza linked it 
with about 15 unexplained arson attacks on 
opposition activists and priests in the 1970sand 
1980s. 

A parliamentary commission is investigating 
c laims that police carried out dozens of political 
murders in the past decade. 

The Solidarity-led government is pushing 
through legislation to transform the Citizens' 
Militia into a conventional police force and 
disband the SB, creating a new intelligence and 
anti-terrorist force in its place. 

Kozlowski. who is supervising these reforms, 
appreciates the irony of his posi tion. 

Like all Interior Ministry employees, he has 
acquired a blue identity card proclaiming him a 
member of the Citizens’ Militia. Even his 
secretary is a police officer. 

And as a long-time editor of the Catholic 
weekly Tygodnik Powszechny, which for years 
was the main focus of press opposition to the 
communists, he has also long been known to 
the secret police. 

File 

“Ofcouree there’s a big file on each of us. But 
perhaps it was liquidated, perhaps it no longer 
exists. 1 say “perhaps’ because I’m not sure, 1 
don’t know.” 

Kozlowski has asked Education Minister 
Henry k Samsonowicz lo set up a commission to 
examine police archives held in Warsaw and in 
each of Poland's 49 administrative districts. 
The Education Ministry has overall respon- 
sibility for state archives. 

“It's very difficult to say why people 
collaborated. There were money problems, 
career problems. 'biit' mostly fear was the

: pqoTi iLwas a sort' of blackmail,” he said. 

“Above all, it makes sad reading. Very sad.” 

But Kozlowski does not believe the secret 
police in Poland ever achieved the same stran- 
glehold on society as elsewhere in the Eastern 
bloc. 

“In East Germany, Czechoslovakia and 
Romania, society was really crushed, 
atomised,” he said. "Here, it was always a living 
" society which defended itself and resisted infor- 
mers and collaborators." 

Quit 

Kozlowski notes with satisfaction that 1 1 
generals have quit senior Interior Ministry 
posts since he took up his appointment there in 
March at the request of Prime Minister 
Tadeusz Mazowiecki. 

But he says his powers to sweep away the old 
guard are limited. Many officials, he notes 
ironically, proclaim their support for Maz- 
owiecki’s government and have no intention of 
leaving. 

“It’s not a question of Mr Kbzlowski arriv- 
ing and kicking out the generals and colonels. 
There are 7,500 officers still working here — 
functionaries employed by the militia. I’m still 
on my own,” he said. 

Kozlowski plans to create a civilian ministry, 
drastically pruned to around 1,000 employees. 
He is seeking help from Britain and France in 
training officers for the new police force. 

“For the moment, the militia is frustrated, 
completely frustrated. Society is agatnsL the 
militia, and without collaboration with society 
no police can work effectively, without people 
helping them,” Kozlowski said. 

“Everyone was against the communists, 
against the party and against the police. We 
have to change that attitude, because otherwise 
we have no chance.”

Shamir ; 
rejects 
Mubarak

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. May4. 
(Reuter): Israel has criticised Egyp- 
tian President HosnJ Mubarak for 
blaming Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir for a halt in progress towards 
a Middle East peace settlement. 

“Mr Shamir has already stated he 
remains totally committed to his 
peace plan and that this plan will be 
one or the cornerstones of the gover- 
nment he will form, " Avi Pazner, 
media adviser to the prime minister, 
said yesterday. 

"We don't believe that such criti- 
cism as President Mubarak has made 
is helpful to the cause of peace,” he 
added. 

Shamir, leader of the hardline 
Likud party, is trying to form a 
narrow government with small 
extreme rightist parties. He has said . 
he will not accept a US proposal 
which would lead to first-ever lsraHi- 
Palestminn talks. 

Meanwhile, a power struggieat the 
top of the rival Labour Party erupted 
after leader Shimon Peres' failure to 
form a dovish government after five 
weeks of trying. 

The simmering tension between 
Peres and former defence minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, whofavonrsfonning 
another national unity government 
between Labour and Likud, boiled 
overataforum of former party mini- 
sters. 

“I believe the members of the party 
will choose the. one they believe' can 
better bring about results in elec- 
tions,” Rabin said on Israeli telev- 
ision after the meeting in the first 
public challenge to Peres' party 
leadership. 

Rabin, 68. enforced an iron-fist 
policy against an uprising in the 
occupied territories when he was 
defence minister and has been 
. traditionally on belter terms with 
Likud’s Shamir than Pexcs. 

Shamir. 74, told the National 
Religious Party (NRP) yesterday he 
saw no prospect of forming another 
national unity government as long as 
Peres was at the bead of the party. 

“At present such a (unity) govern- 
ment is impossible because Shimon 
Peres insists thatitmustsay yes to the 
Baker questions." Shamir said at the 
meeting, adding thatit wasnot possi- 
ble to wait until any change in leader- 
ship occurred. 


ANKARA, May 4, <AP): 
Security forces killed 23 suspec- 
ted Kurdish guerrillas in two da- 
shes in southeastern and eastern 
Turkey, the semi-official 
Anatolia, news agency reported 
today. 

The despatch said three village 
gimndfi were also killed during 
the fighting yesterday. 

Anatolia said 17 guerrillas 
were killed in Simak township 
nearthe Iraqi border in one of the 
largest anti-guerrilla operations 
in Lhe region since fighting star- 
ted in 1984. It added that security 
forces seized seven machine-guns 
and a rocket launcher. 

In another dash in DilekJi 
village of Yoksekova township, 
local guards fired on a group of 
Kurdish guerrillas, killing one, 
the report said. Three guards 
were killed. 

Anatolia also reported that 
security forces killed five 
guerrillas in the eastern province 
of Kars. No other details were 
given. 

The guerrillas belong to the 
Kurdish Labour Party (PKK), a 
Marxist-group fighting to establ- 
■ ish an independent Kurdistan in 
I Turkey’s .southeastern provin- 
ces. 

I The PKK has camps in neigh- 
I bo tiring Syria. Iraq and Iran, 
security officials said. 

The government last month 
adopted new security measures 
to ngfat Kurdish unrest in the 
southeast: The government res- 
tricted news coverage of 
incidents in . the region and 
increased the powers of the 
‘regional governor in charge of 
the 1 1 .provinces where fighting 
continue. 

The measures came after 
demonstrations by local 
residents in support of PKK.

Libya building new 
chem plant: report 

BONN, May 4, (UPI): A West German magazine alleged today Libya is 
buikfing a new chemical weapons plant, possibly with West German help. 

The weekly illustrated magazine Bunte attributed its report to West German 
inrriligency sources. I (released a brief report on the plant in advance ofaslory in 
its next edition. • 

Bunte said an underground chemical weapons plant was being constructed at 
Sabtaa. 403 miles (650 km) south of the capital pf Tripoli. 

It gave no details of the involvement of West German firms, ft said only the 
plant was being built "possibly with help of German firms.” 

“The new poison gas factory is an underground installation.” the magazine 
said. 

fn March there were reports that another plant at Rabta suspected by the 
United Slates of making chemical weapons bad been damaged fay fire: The 
reports were not confirmed and some intelligence sources e x pressed doubt here 
bad been a fire at all. 

The sources indicated the report might have been a hoax to avert the 
possibility of airatiacks to destroy the plant. 

The head of the West German Tukay construction company confirmed 
yesterday two of bis. employees had been detained in Libya, presumably in 
connection with Libyan allegations West German agents bad born responsible 
for the fire. 

Guenther Tukay. the. head of the firm, said none of his employees had 
anything to do with the Rabta plant. He said his firm was active as a sub- 
contractor for large West German firms in Libya. Last year the Bonn govern- 
ment after repeatedly denying US claims West German firms had helped build 
the Rabta plant finally admitted West German companies had shipped equip- 
ment to the Libya plant without the necessary export pennies.

The US unemployment rate rose 
to 5.4 per cent in April from 5.2 per 
«nt the previous month. Economists 
had expected it toremain unchanged. 

Only 65,000 new jobs were created 
outside the farm sector, compared 
with an expected rise of 352,000 and 
an advance of 103,000 in March. 

Financial analysts said the low 
growth in new jobs had cooled any 
speculation that the UScentral bank, 
the Federal Reserve, might rise 
interest rates in the near future. 

The dollar closed in London at 
1.6713 West German marks, more 
than one pfennig below yesterday's 
1.6823 close. 

But it held steady against the 
Japanese yen. closing a touch firmer 
at 158.47 after 157.88. 

The dollar's decline provided an 
extra boost to the pound sterling, 
already helped by yesterday's local 
election results, which did not lead to 
such heavy Conservative losses as . 
some opinion polls had indicated. 

"The result was not qirite as disas- 
trous as it might have been, or some 
pessimists had forecast," said David 
Sawyer, vice-president of foreign 
exchange at First Chicago Bank in 
London.

By 
noon in New York the Dow Jones

Hamda added: "We are deter- 
mined to tackle the question of 
exchange controls with die aim of 
making the dinar convertible.''

East Germany’s socialist conscience pricks 


EAST BERLIN. May 4, (Agencies): P id 
Germany has wrung a flexible deal on raon- 
ci3ty union from Bonn but differences over 
tts wish to protect stale firms and land from 
market forces must be ironed out before a 
treaty for economic merger. 

Teams of experts from both countries 
resumed talks in East Berlin today on the 
logistics of merging their economics. 
They're focusing now on finding a way to 
ooflvert East Germany’s stale-owned land 
and enterprises to the private sector. 

Under an agreement reached earlier bet- 
ween the nations, most East German sav- 
ings accounts of up to 4.000 marks will be 


traded at an equal l-l rate for West German 
marks. Most accounts higher than that win 
be traded at a 2-1 rate. 

Tlie highest hurdle en route to economic 
merger was cleared with Wednesday’s pact 
on a currency exchange deal related to age 
group. 

But sticking points remain that have their 
roots in East Germany's surviving socialist 
conscience. 

Hans Tktmeyer, a director of West Ger- 
many’s Bundesbank and Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl’s main representative in the talks, 
said further talks would focus on “the 
property issue" bequeathed by East Ger- 


many’s fallen communist rulers. 

"We disapprove of the East German 
coalition's standpoint on this matter," Tiei- 
meyer told reporters in Bonn on Wednes- 
day. 

The coalition government of Premier 
Lachar dc Maizierc wants to curb land pur- 
chases in East Germany by affluent West 
Germans for up to a decade to protect ten- 
ants given plots under communist land 
reform after World War Two. 

Another bone of contention, Tictmeyer 
said, was East Germany’s demand for sub- 
sidies to buffer inefficient state enterprises 
from stiff Western competition in the chan- 


geover to a market economy that is to under- 
pin a unified Germany. 

East Germany wants to avert mass layoffs 
that might kindle social upheaval in a coun- 
try where open unemployment was unkn- 
own before the 1989 demise of the Stalinist 
regime. 

The talks resuming in East Berlin will also 
address East Germany’s desire for interim 
measures to dam an unregulated flood of 
West German farm produce over the now 
open borders. 

East German farmers have recently 
blockaded highways and border crossings in 
protest, fearing bankruptcy if not given 


protection as char country gradually folds 
into the European Economic Community 
(EEC) market. 

The two Germanys want to meld their 
currencies, economics and soda! systems on 
July 2, the fust decisive step to unification 
after 45 years of communist-enforced div- 
ision. 

The currency accord was announced on 
Wednesday in good time to give what Kohl 
hopes win prove a boost to Dc Maiziere's 
Conservative Patty bloc in voting for East 
Germany’s district and town councils on 
Sunday. 

East Germans under 15 years of age will 


be able to convert 2,000 weak East marks 
($1300) in savings and cash at par with the 
vaunted West mark. 

Those aged 1 5 to 59 are entitled to change 
4,000 West marks (S2J 50) at par and people 
60 and over 6,000 marks ($3,750). Further 
savings must be changed at cwo-for-one. 

Some East Germans interviewed after the 
announcement complained the conversion 
ceilings were insuffidem to olTset widely 
feared inflation and unemployment. 

But, read between the lines, the deal satis- 
fied East Berlin's quest fora better deal than 
the universal 4.000- mark limit originally 
sought by West Gennany.

GENEVA. May 4, (Agencies); Saudi 
Arabian 03 Minister Hisham Nazer 
said today he had ordered an 
immediate cut in production by the 
world's biggest exporter and be

Nazer told Reuters in an interview 
that he had acted on Thursday to 
comply with a new Opec a greem ent 
to cut excess output and help ofl 
prices which have fallen by about 25 
per cent since January because of a 
glut. 

"I have already instructed our 
companies to implement the 
agreement. As soon as those instruc- 
tions reach the atarkei, lam sure that 
the market wifl turn around," Nazer 
said. 

.Prices had dropped by around a 
dollar per barrel after the agreement 
by the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries on what traders 
said was scepticism about whether 
the 1 3 members will ready stop over- 
producing. 

"Saudi. Arabia will not produce 
any single above its quota," Nazer 
said. 

He said be was puzzled by the 
negative market reaction to theOpec 
accord which, other delegates said, 
aimed to cut the group’s total output

"At a time when Zionist and 
imperialist circles are waging a clear

Opec secretary general Dr Subroto 
urged the international community 
to co-ordinate efforts to improving 
the environment without undermin- 
ing the long-term interests of energy 
producers — or any other party. 

In an address to tbe commission of 
the European Economic Cotnmunis- 
lies in Brussels, delivered on his 
behalf by Dr IzevbuwaOsayhnwese, 
head of the economics and finance 
department at the Opec secretariat in 
Vienna, be said increased research 
needed to be carried out to give a 
belter understanding of the linkage 
between energy and the environ- 
ment. 

However, be stressed that the 
wider issues of North-South rela- 
tions and the transfer of technology 
had to be addressed because efforts 
to improve the environment were 
"doomed to failure” unless they 
provided a solution to the problem of 
Third World poverty.

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Morocco 
to slash 
deficit 

“ RABAT, May 4. (Reiner): 
Morocco plans lo slash its bud- 
get deficit from $795 to 112 
million under a revamped 1990 
austerity budget presented to 
parliament on Thursday by Fin- 
ance Minister Moharaed 
Berra da. 

The new budget, announced in 
March when King Hassan war- 
ned of more bell-tightening, was 
unveiled a day after the Moroc- 
can dirham was devalued by an 
average 9.25 per cent against a 
basket of currencies. 

The International Monetary 
Fund and World Ban k have been 
urging Morocco to reduce its 
budget deficits and devalue its 
currency, as part of a programme 
to straighten out its finances bur- 
dened by a heavy foreign debt. 

The World Bank estimates 
Morocco's total foreign debt at 
$22 billion, but Moroccan 
officials say that after reschedul- 
ings it is $20.7 billion. 

In a budget statement 
obtained by Reuters, Berrada 
said state spending would be cut 
by three per cent and income 
increased by 4.8 per cent. 

The original 1990 budget 
estimated the deficit at 6.99 
billion dirhams ($795 million). In 
the new version it is reduced to 
987 million dirhams ($112 
million). 

Expected to be adopted by 
parliament where the govern- 
ment has an absolute majority, 
die new budget cuts state capital 
investment this year by 16.4 per 
cent ot 12.67 billion dirhams 
(SI. 44 billion). 

Investments are to be cut in 
public works, agriculture, educa- 
tion, energy and mines, public 
health, transport and informa- 
tion. 

Revenue is to be increased by 
3.51 billion dirhams (5399 
million) mainly with a new tax 
collection system under which 
corporate profits tax will be paid 
quarterly in advance for the 
current year. Until now the 
ann ual tax was due in the first 
half of the following year. 


Airlines team 
up to meet 
travel market 

2URICH. May 4, (Reuter): Four 
Western European airlines joined 
forces on Thursday in an alliance 
they said would help them compete in 
an increasingly liberalised air travel 
market. 

The agreement, signed in Vienna, 
links Sw-issair-Schweizerische Luf- 
tverkehr Ag. Austrian Airlines 
(AUA>, Scandinavian Airlines Sys- 
tem (SAS) and Finland's Flnnair. It 
formally consolidates an existing 
network of bilateral pacts among the 
group's members, a spokesman for 
Swissair said. 

The deal aims to help the flag 
carriers work together in a variety of 
areas, including customer service, 
marketing, sales and technical work, 
Swissair said in a statement. 

AUA president Herbert Papousek 
said the partnership would not lead 
to a merger, but rather cement close 
co-operation. 

The four airlines bate already dis- 
played their willingness to work 
together to gain an amount or 
leverage no individual carrier could 
muster. 

Last month they jointly asked US 
aircraft manufacturer McDonnell 
Douglas Corp and European Airbus 
Industrie to submit competitive bids 
on a a order of ?40 jets with the same 
technical specifications. Such a large 
order carries more cloud with man- 
ufacturers.

Asian countries criticised 


America rules out loans for China 


NEW DELHI, India, May 4, (AP): The 
United States on Thursday ruled out Efting 
a freeze on loans to China and criticised 
Asian countries for not going far enough 
toward opening their economies to the rest 
of the world. 

In a speech at the Asian Development 
Bank’s 23rd annual meeting, US Deputy 
Assistant Treasury Secretary George Fol- 
som singled out Taiwan. South Korea and 
Thailand as three countries that needed fur- 
ther reforms. 

Folsom also questioned whether Asia's 
continued rapid growth is sustainable with- 
out further liberalization. 

In a news conference later, Folsom and 
two other LIS officials ruled out immediate 
resumption oflending to China. A bout $490 
million in Asian Development Bank’s loans 
were frozen to China after the bloody June 4 
crackdown last year. 

China says the decision to freeze the loans 
was political and thereby constitutes a viola- 
tion of the bank's charter. 

Larry Butcher, a State Department 
official, denied this. 

He pointed to China's abandoning of an 
ambitious reform programme as the reason 
for the freeze. 


Starting in the summer of 1988. China 
began scuttling its reform programme desig- 
ned to introduce market mechanisms into its 
state-run economy. But development loans 
(Q China were only stopped after the crackd- 
own in June and a deterioration of US- 
Chiua relations caused by the granting of 
asylum to China's top dissident. Fang Lizhi. 
by the US embassy in Beijing. 

In a related development. Japanese Fin- 
ance Minister Ryu taro Hashimoto called 
for a normalization of relations between 

China and the rest of the world, an indica- 
tion that Japan would favours lifting of the 
freeze. 

Hashimoto, in a speech to the bank's 
members, said Japan "very much hopes that 
efforts on both sides will repair China's 
relations with the other countries and the 
multilateral institutions as soon as possi- 
ble." 

Folsom said the United States would only- 
support loans for basic human needs for 
China. In February, the World Bank 
approved two such loans for less than SI 00 

milli on. 

He said a decision of lifting the freeze 
would have to be decided "at levels above 


The Asian region has had the highest 
growth rate in the world over the last few 
years. Last year. Asia grew at a rate of 5.4 per 
coil compared to a world-wide growth rate 
of 3.2 per cent. 

The United States' interests in the region 
are substantial. The United Stales' trade 
with Asia hit $297 billion in 19S9.5Q percent 
more than T nms- Atlantic trade. The United 
States exports more to South Korea than to 
France and more to Singapore than to Italy. 

But Folsom in his speech said many dif- 
ficulties loom. 

“In many Asian countries, governments 
continue to intervene iu all aspects of their 
countries' economies,'' he said. Such 
policies “have contributed to growth rates 
tha t are below those countries potential to 
achieve." 

Folsom specifically called on Taiwan to 
let its currency appreciate further as a means 
of lowering its $12 billion surplus with the 
United States. He said the country must also 
further liberalize its foreign exchange rate 
and capital control rules. 

Since January 1 986, the Taiwanese dollar 
has appreciated 51.06 per cent when com- 
pared to the US dollar. But Taiwan still has 
huge foreign reserves, about S75 billion. 


Referring to South Korea, Folsom said 
the new exchange rate system put in place in 
March is potentially important. But he slid 
its significance will depend on further 
liberalization of South Korea's foreign 
exchange and capital controls. 

The exchange system implemented 
. March i uses market forces to help dete- 
miae foreign excfaangeraies within specified 
limits. In the past, the government 
artificially set daily exchange rates. 

As for Thailand, Folsom said the boom- 
ing Southeast Asian country should 
promote further industrialization anri rural 
development. 

Folsom voiced strong opposition to open- 
ing .talks on replenishing the bank’s soft loan 
facility. He reiterated Washington's posi- 
tion that even though the current funding 
period is set to expire thk year, sufficient 
resources are in place to postpone talks for 
at least 18 months. 

Most of the bank's member countries are 
seeking a quick replenishment of the soft 
loan facility, especially China and India 
which are requesting access to the loans. 

Victor Frank, Jr, the senior US official a i 
the bonk, said the United States had yet to 
determine whether it would support the 


req oest of CMna or India for soft loans. - 

Meanwhile Commerce Minister Aran 
Nehru said today India will not change its 
economic policies to please Washington, 
whidh has branded the country an unfair 
trader under a taw that authorises retalia- 
tion. 

He told parliament there would be no 
talks on the subject and India might try to 
take action of its own against the United 
States. 

“We cannot enter into bilateral negotia- 
tions to change our basic economic poBcics . 
in areas which ore in the domainof sovereign 
decision-making/* Nehru told a parlEament- 

Ttx United States a week ago branded 
India an unfair trader for the second con- 
secutive year under the so-caJDed Super 301 
clause of the US trade act. 

President George Bush cited India Tor 
obstructing foreign investment and refusing 
to allow US companies to do business in ibe 
nationalised insurance industry. 

Washington dropped two other countries 
previously dud, Japan and BraziL leaving 
India alone on the nst. 

The Bush administration is expected to 
decide by mid-June whether to slap a pun- 
itive 100 per cent tariff on imports from 


India in retaliation. - .. 

Nehru said India mi ght raise the issue a 

the^Generul Agreement on^Tariffs and 
Trade (CyATT). 

■ “Since the US government has not 
actually imposed any measure affecting 
India's exports, the matter isuot yet ripe for 
taking recourse to the dispute s et t lem e nt 
machinery of GATT," he said. 

“However, we shall continue to work m 
multilateral fora, as we have been doing m 
the past, to generate pressure of mter- 
national opinion against the manifestly 
uidair course of action adopted by the US,” 
Nehru said. 

Washington is also irked at India's outs- 
poken opposition to hrehiding protection of 
1 patents and copyrights in the GATT talks. 


Indian officials say if the government 
protected patents on phannaceuticab, for 
example, the cost of some m e dicines would 
soar, denying health care to India’s vast 
population of poor.

More than 1 50 nations to meet in Washington 

Experts to discuss 
scarce global savings 


WASHINGTON, May 4, 
(Reuter): Economic policymak- 
ers from more than 150 nations 
meet in Washington this week to 
try to thrash out ways of coping 
with growing competition from 
Eastern Europe, Latin America 
and Africa for scarce global sav- 
ings. 

The scramble for money has 
already ignited a world-wide 
increase in interest rates that 
could tip the world economy into 
recession. 

“The world is facing some- 
thing of an interest rate spiral, " 
said C. Fred Bergs ten, a former 
US treasury official who heads 
an independent think tank in 
Washington. 

Partly because of the higher 
interest rates, the International 
Monetary Fund has scaled back 
its forecast for world economic 
growth this year to about 2.7 per 
cent, from 2.9 percent, monetary 
officials said. 

The new forecast will be 
presented to finance ministers 
and central bankers at the semi- 
annual meeting of the IMF and 
World Bank that starts and runs 
through May 8. 

The policymakers will debate 


the IMFs need for more money 
in its role as lender of last resort 
and also as policeman of the 
world economy, fund officials 
said. 

Developing nations are press- 
ing for a doubling of the IMFs 
$120 billion resources, arguing 
that the money is needed to 
ensure that the poor nations of 
Africa and the debt-ridden coun- 
tries of Latin America are not 
squeezed out by the rush to invest 
in Eastern Europe. 

But rich nations, particularly 
the United States, have balked, 
saying they do not have that 
much money to give. 

World financial markets have 
been particularly spooked by the 
economic strains they see 
developing in West Germany 
from its impending monetary 
union with East Germany. 

Investors are afraid that West 
Germany will be unable to con- 
tain the inflationary impact of 
taking cue of its poorer brethren 
in the east without a rise in its 
interest rates. 

That problem — and signs of 
resurgent inflation and upticJdng 
interest rates in America — will 
be high on the agenda when the 


powerful Group of Seven indus- 
trialised countries meets on Sun- 
day. 

At their last meeting m Paris 
on April 7, the G-7 — Britain, 
Canada. France, Italy, Japan, 
the United States and West Ger- 
many — expressed concern that a 
weakened Japanese yen would 
undermine efforts to put world 
trade back in better balance by 
making Japanese exports more 
competitive. 

Since then, the yen has stabil- 
ised, and with it, Tokyo's volatile 
stock market, taking some of the 
heat off the issue. 

The G-7 also holds the key to 
the success of the 18-month 
negotiations to increase the 
IMFs capital. 

An elaborate deal has been 
worked out under which Japan 
will displace Britain as the 
second most powerful nation at 
the IMF, commensurate with its 
position in the world economy. 

The United States will remain 
number one but Britain and 
France are still bickering over 
who wOl lake over the fourth 
spot, behind West Germany. 

Washington has also effec- 


tively threatened to veto a big 
IMF quota increase if the fund 
fails to solve its arrears problem 
— 11 developing countries which 
are behind on their payments to 
the IMF, one by as much as $2 
billion. 

A four-part strategy has been 
drawn up to attack the problem 
— including suspending nations 
that are lax on their payments 
and using IMF gold to help those 
countries that want to clear their 
arrears but lack the money to do 
so. 

The current betting is that the 
I MF will eventually settle on a 50 
per centrisein its resources to last 
beyond 1993. 

Developing countries, and the 
IMF managing director Michel 
Camdessus will argue that will 
not be enough, but rich nations 
can point to countless other 
demands on their money. 

Finance officials meeting face 
the embarrassingly stubborn 
problem of how to prop up the 
shaky Japanese yen. 

Only a month ago, they pled- 
ged to work against the weak 
yen's “undesirable consequen- 
ces** for the world economy and 
US trade deficit. 


Egypt doubles gas prices 


IMF - linked move 


CAIRO. May 4, (Reuter): Egypt has more than 
doubled domestic prices for butane gas in the latest 
move to meet IMF demands for economic reform 
and cuts in state subsidies. 

An official announcement on Thursday set the 
price of home-delivered gas cylinders at £1.50 (57 
cents/, up from 0.65 pounds (25 cents). 

It follows a price rise of up to 20 per cent announ- 
ced last week for locally manufactured cigarettes. 

Opposition newspapers have predicted more 
price rises as protracted negotiations with the Inter- 
national Monetary c und on economic reforms seem 
to be bearing fruit. 

President Hosni Mubarak, who has jokingly 
labelled the IMF ‘The fund of misery,” told Egyp- 
tian on Tuesday they would have to undergo econ- 
omic hardships to achieve a healthier economy. 

“There is no way out and we will have to endure.” 
he said. 

Prime Minister Atef Sedki said in remarks publi- 
shed on Wednesday he expected an agreement with 
the IMF by July. 

A key IMF demand has been to scrap huge state 


subsidies on basic food and energy items, officially 
said to be runningatabout£3.6bmion ($1.4 billion) 
a year. 

Last year. Egypt raised prices of electricity and 
some oil products to bridgea huge gap between local 
and world prices. 

Officials say there is no real disagreement with the 
I MF on the need to reform an economy burdened by 
a $ 50-billion foreign debt, a huge import bill and a 
high birth rale. 

But Cairo, which believes hasty reforms may lead 
to social unrest, has publicly clashed with the IMF 
on the speed of a reform programme. 

Sudden rises in the prices of bread, a staple food 
for most of Egypt's 55 million people, and other 
basic items in 1 977 led to bloody street riots in which 
dozens were killed. The government was forced to 
rescind them. 

Oil Minister Abdel-Hadi Kandeel in remarks 
published on Thursday defended gas price rises; 
saying they had remained unchanged for about 20 
years and were still more than three times below 
world prices. 


American factory orders rise 


WASHINGTON. May 4, (AP): Orders to US factories for 
manufactured goods rose 3.8 per cent in March, their 
highest level in more than a year, the government reported 
yesterday. 

The Commerce Department said orders for both dura- 
ble and nondurable goods totaled a seasonally adjusted 
S240.4 billion after advancing 1.8 percent in February. 

Orders in February and March thus recovered the 55 
per cent decline in January, the steepest drop since a 7 per 
cent decline in December 1974. 

The March increase was the largest since a 4.7 per cent 
gain in December 1988. 

Most of the March increase was in durable goods, up 6.6 
per cent ro SJ28.7 billion after gaining 2.4 per cent in 
February. 

Transportation orders accounted for most of the gain, 
increasing 22.4 per cent to $36.6 billion. Aircraft led the 
advance with a 63.2 percent increase, although most other 


major industries also posted gains. 

Excluding transportation, orders were up 1 .0 per cent. 

Orders for non-durable goods rose (7.8 per cent to SI 1 1.7 
billion, with food and chemicals accounting for most of the 
gain. 

In (be key category of non-defence capital goods, a 
barometer of business investment plans, orders advanced 
! 4.4 per cent to $4 1 .3 billion after declines of 5.9 per cent in 
February and 13.6 per cent in January. 

The volatile defence category posted a 3.9 per cent 
decline to $7.4 billion after advancing 18.3 per cent in 
February. 

Excluding defence, orders were op 4.0 per cent, the 
largest gain since a similar advance in April 1989. 

In addition to orders, the department staid shipments 
were up 1.1 per cent to $236.8 billion after gaining 3.4 per 
cent a month earlier. They were the first back-to-back 
gains since January 1989. 


Brazil extends 
price freeze 

BRASILIA, May 4, (Reuter); 
Carrying forward its war on 
inflation, the Brazilian govern- 
ment yesterday extended a prize 
freeze for another month. 

Economy Minister Zelia Car- 
doso de Mello told a news con- 
ference that during May prices of 
electricity, basic foods, 
medicines, automobiles, some 
electrical goods, fertilisers and 
agricultural equipment would 
not change. 

President Fernando Collor de 
Mello, on his second day in office 
on March 16, unveiled one of the 
nation's most drastic inflation- 
fighting plans in histoiy to halt 
annual price jumps . 

The government froze more 
than S100 billion of financial 
assets for an average of 24 mon- 
ths and also announced price 
controls. Economists said the 
asset freeze was so far-reaching 
dial price controls were largely 
irrelevant. 

Collor has said several times 
that inflation has been beaten 
back. The government estimated 
that prices in April did not 
change at all, after an 84 per cent 
jump in March. 

But the official statistics ins- 
titute, the IBGE. said on Mon- 
day that from mid-March lo 
mid-April consumer prices rose 
44.6 per cent, despite the plan. 

The Collor programme comes 
after the failure of three anti- 
inflation plans in BraziL in 1986, 
1987 and 1989. Economists said 
the inability of former president 
Jose Sarney to control public 
spending lay at the root of the 
failures. 


West German 
car workers 
fear losing 
theirjobs 

ZWICKAU, East Germany, 
May 4, (Reuter): Workers at the 
plant which produces East Ger- 
many’s tiny, box-like Trabant 
cars are fearing for (heir future as 
West German firms move in to 
modernise their country’s 
antiquated automobile industry. 

At the vast factory where the 
wheezing Trabant Iras trundled 
out with few changes for 33 years, 
morale is low. 

“We’re scared. Wbea Volks- 
wagen steps in here, we could be 
docking out for the last time,” 
said Bugit Roesler, 34, an assem- 
bly Sue worker at the Zwickau 
plant and mother of two. 

Demand for East Germany’s 
outmoded cars has faded as a new 
free nnrfctt unfolds and West 
German firms such as WoBks- 
wagen cuter joint ventures with 
East German carmakers. 

“We have bo idea ifwell be here 
in two months. No rale’s taking 
responsibility. Just a lot of 
nnnoms,” add Karsten Thiede, 
24, during a brack break when 
workers gfoomfly debated the 
impact of coming econoouc oaion 
with West Germany. 

“We're trying to keep workers 
advised but it’s hard. We’re deal- 
ing with a total mdtuown,” said 
Friedrich Heodel, sales director of

Street theft spotlights the old-fashioned ways of London finance 


LONDON. May 4, (Reuter); in the age of 
computer banking, some time-honoured 
traditions survive in London’s bustling 
financial district, where fortunes in bonds 
are still carried from office lo office in 
briefcases. 

When a young thief made off with one 
such briefcase in a mugging on Wednes- 
day. Britain's Central Bank sent out a 
crime alert to finance houses world-wide 
and took emergency action to prevent a 
hiccup in the country's money market. 

The case contained nearly £300 million 
($500 million) in potential negotiable 
bearer bonds and was being delivered by 
hand, the way documents have been trans- 
ported in the city, as London's financial 
district is known, for nearly two centuries. 

Although a multi-millionaire on paper. 
Wednesday's attacker would Find it vir- 


tually impossible to cash his certificates, 
technically the biggest robbery haul in 
British criminal history, after the Central 
Bank tip-off. 

The briefcase will probably be worth 
more to him than its contents, said one 
London bond dealer. 

An army of foot messengers take about 
£30 billion (550 billion) worth of financial 
certificates across the square mile of the 
city every day, a sum equivalent to twice 
Britain'sexpected trade deficit this year. 

The messenger system is as old as the 
finance district itselft, where dealers first 
congregated in coffee shops and later fin- 
ancial institutions and brokerages were 
built dose together to allow documents to 
be delivered quickly by hand. 

“It hasn't changed much over the 


years,” said one money market source. 
“But I think I spotted a woman messenger 
once.” 

The Bank of England, admitting that 
the system is out of place in modem high- 
speed markets, is to introduce a computer- 
ised settlement service for the British 
money market later this year which would 
see the end of delivery on foot. 

“We were concerned aboui the messen- 
ger system looking rather Dickensian in 
the modem money markets.'* a spokes- 
man for the Central Bank said on Thurs- 
day. 

The 100 or so messengers, working for 
institutions known as discount houses 
which buy and sell the negotiable 
securities, are easy for would-be attackers 
to spot as they wear suits with their 


employer's name emblazoned on the lapeL 

But money market sources said the old 
system, although seemingly antiquated 
and vulnerable to street crime, remained 
efficient and relatively safe. 

“In practice they (the bonds) are mainly 
traded between banks and a few money 
firms. It would not be that easy for anyone 
to walk in off the street (with bonds) and 
exit with a sack full of cash." said one rity 
analyst. 

In January, a city worker was rewarded 
with a magnum of champagne after hand- 
ing in £4 million (56.6 million) worth of 
bonds be found in a gutter outside the 
London Stock Exchange. ' 

The new paperless settlement system, to 
be called the central moneymarkets office, 
will be run by the bank and participants 
will be charged for the service.

Romanian filmmaker 

Gifted with the art 
of dodging censors

BUCHAREST; (Reuter): Ro- 
manian filmmaker and dissident 
Mircea'Daneliuc braved censor- 
ship mad death threats in his 
struggle to . make movies under 
Nicolae Ceausescu. • 

“Making films under 
Ceausescu' was an -adventure," 
Daneliuc, 47, told Reuters in an 
interview. “Trying to get your 
films released wasn’t difficult, it 
was downright gruesome." 

Daneliuc, who makes violent 
parables of totalitarianism and 
human weakness, was one of the 
few talented Romanian film- 
makers who refused to leave his 
country and seek a careerJn the 
West 

“1 wanted to be hpre for. die 
revolution," he said. . v . ■ ... .

last .Stalimst dictators,, and his 
wife Elena were ousted and 
executed during a bloody upris- 
ing last December. 

Although it never reached the 
peaks of Hungarian," Cze- 
choslovak or Polish film,, the 
Romanian film industry 
produced several outstanding 
filmsinthe 1960sand 1970s, such 
as the 1964 film The Forest of the 
Hanged, the country's first inter- 
national cinematic success. 

“The official policy was to 
support spineless people,” Dan- 
eliuc said. “Censorship here was 
more atrocious than elsewhere in 
Eastern Europe." 

Ceausescu created a person- 
ality cult of awesome propor- 
tions for himself and his wife and 
demanded that films should 
glorify Romanian history and 
the achievements of the Com- 
munist Party. 

“Film-makers needed to have 1 

a special gift — they had to be 
more cunning than the censors, 
who were adept at finding 
allusions to Ceausescu and Elena 
even where there weren’t any.” 
Daneliuc said. 

His 1 985 film Glissando . which 
was concerned with the rise of 
totalitarianism and is strongly 
influenced by Soviet director 
Andrei Tarkovski and Italian 
director Federico Fellini, ran 
into endless layers of censorship. 

The film sat on a -shelf for two 
years. before being given limited 
release. It was quickly withdr- 


awn. . 

“One of the more generous 
censors offered me a way out — 
he suggested that l bum my film 
and pay for the damages myself," 
he said'. 

“I loved that solution," said 
Daneliuc with heavy irony. 

The experience of trying to 
release the film, full of shocking 
and grotesque images, prompted 
Daneliuc to throw down his 
Communist Party card at a 
dramatic meeting of the official 
filmmakers' union, an unheard 
of act with harsh consequences. 

He was interrogated daily and 
received death threats over the 
telephone. 

“Every time I went to walk my 
dog, 1 was not sure whether I 
would get home alive,” he aid. 

‘Their directors' who tried to 
make critical films suffered a 
similar fate, so many turned to 
makinghistorical epics which the 
Ceausescus favoured. 

■ “Ceausescu identified himself 
with the heroes of Romanian his- 
tory,” Daneliuc said. “Much of 
the dialogue consisted of excer- 
pts from his speeches. The true 
subject was Ceausescu himself.” 

Some directors proposed 
screenplays with foreign settings 
as a pretext for getting out of 
Romania. 

During the shooting of one 
film. The Ring, in Munich, a 
cameraman defected. 

Despite the fact that films 
glorifying Romanian national- 
ism and the Communist party, 
Ceausescu *s favourite topics, 
were in abundance, a planned 
biography of the dictator never 
got off the ground. 

A competition was organised 
to select the best screenplay and 
several actors auditioned to play 
Ceausescu but after 10 years of 
planning nothing was ever fil- 
med. 

“The party found people will- 
ing to work on the project but 
fear won out,” Daneliuc said. 
“They were afraid Ceausescu 
would be displeased if the film 
didn’t praise him enough." 

It took Daneliuc two years to 
get permission to .shoot his Iasi 
film Jacob, which tells the story 
of a man who toadies to the auth- 
orities and meets a tragic end. 


Erma speaks out 


Nostalgic memories of love gone by...

ERMA, an enigmatic lady, is the 
central theme of this story and 
my first plan of action was direc- 
ted to the modalities of getting to 
know this mysterious woman. 

This truly remarkable person- 
age is the well known Princess 
Erma Caprice MmotolH, mis- 
tress of former monarch of 
Egypt, King Farouq. 

To people who lived during 
that era, Erma represented the 
story of mammoth develop- 
ments -’nd changes in the Middle 
East region and the birth of new 
values and regimes and the 
downfall of others. 

This lady kept her love alive 
for the king until hedied. She had 
been in my thoughts for a num- 
ber of years. 

How 1 met with, her, spent 
three exciting days and the con- 
versation that transpired, includ- 
ing her testimony, which is the 
first or its kind, provides an 
insight into the man we always 
thought was the most spoilt on 
earth. 

Flying to that ancient dreamy 
city of Rome where Erma lives, I 
met with her and found her to 
even exceed my imagination. I 
began my interview with the 
question: 

How did you come about to 
meet with King Farouq the first 
time? 

Talanga deep breath, the prin- 
cess said: 

"1 was nine years old when 1 
first saw the king. I was the little 
girl who presented him flowers at 
a function held in his honour at 
an aristocratic club in the city of 
Naples in 1952. That day cannot 
be erased from my memory as his 
face reflected sadness after the 
king abdicated the Egyptian 
throne and left his country. 

Asa little girl at that time, I did 
not know what was going on 
around me. All I knew was the 
sadness on the face of King 
Farouq to the extent that I felt it 
was killing him. 1 did not even 
realise the status or the man who 
took the flowers from me. except 
to see that he had green bluish 
eyes, a good looking face and 
that he returned the compliment 
when I bowed down before him 
by playing with my hair. 

Wanting to probe further. I 
asked her to tell me precisely, when 
she fell in love with King Farouq. 
hovrrtia 'to v? de Md&Htorti Vbw 
she spent her life with him. 

After what seemed to me to be 
an eternity and after much 
hesitation, and with bitter sweet 
memories reflecting from her 
countenance, she said: “I was 
only 16 years old when I fell in 
love with King Farouq when he 
arrived in Naples to spend his

years of exile — after a period of 
seven years from the date of my 
first meeting. At that age, I felt 1 
loved him." 

From a journalistic viewpoint. I 
queried: But, how did you love 
him? 

“Listen Kuwaiti.” she said 
“Pardon me calling you in this 
manner, but. I cannot pronounce 
your name well. It is really a 
stormy story and was the talk of 
the whole Italian society that 
day, Jn-a nutshell, I fell in love 
with him and was opposed by 
Both nay father and mother. In 
the final analysis, my mother 
accepted the reality, as only 
mothers can understand their 
daughters who are very close to 
them — both being women. 

Prodding further, tasked: But. 
why Farouq in particular, seeing 
that girls of your age had a *’ pleth- 
ora of men” to choose from. 


The princess replied Lhat she 
could really not put into words 
theexact factors that contributed 
to her falling in love with Farouq 
in particular, but commented 
that he was handsome and his 
eyes were what really attracted 
her. She went on to say lhat she 
still remembered the Egypt of the 
Nile and its old rich history — the 
Pharaos, the Roman Caesar, 
Cleopatra and others. 

“1 was a young girl at that 
impressionable age and all this 
history living in my mind some- 
how transfigured onto Farouq' 
who made a vivid impression 
upon me. Though not being 
specialised in history , I had heard 
numerous stories from older 
Italian girls about Farouq and 
was impressed that I was with an 
Arab king who could narrate to 
me many tales about the Arabs 
and Middle Eastern men. I even 


became convinced that the won- 
derful story’ of “Cindrella" 
originated from the Middle East 
because of its poignant imagina- 
tion. 

“Cruising along these lines of 
thought it was not long before 
the winds of Farouq blew me to 
the Nile. He was a true artist, as 
he loved art. fluently spoke six 
languages and spoke Italian as 
his mother tongue. He used to 
sing me a famous Naples song: 
What your mother had done for 
you . He played the piano as he 
sang. He sang in Iialian and he 
also used to sing in Arabic and I 
used to love it. Though, I knew 
no Arabic, he taught me the word 
Habeebthi (My Darling) and 
Inshallah (If Allah wills) and 
explained their meanings tome. I 
particularly liked the second 
word, but do not know why. Per- 
haps because itisoptmistic,” she 


added. 

/ expressed to the princess my 
desire to visit all the places that 
Farouq used to visit and take her 
along with me. But. in the interim , 
1 asked her to tell me the story of 
how he was deposed from the 
throne. 

The query took her by com- 
plete surprise and perhaps dis- 
may as she immediately rebut- 
ted: “You Kuwaiti, do not say 
that Farouq was deposed from 
the throne of Egypt. Farouq 
decided to step down and was not 
deposed. He had always been 
telling me this and had assured 
me that he stepped down in order 
to avoid a civil war. He said that 
he chose to leave for Naples 
alone in 1952, carrying his 
sorrows with him rather than 
spreading the sorrow and sad- 
ness all over Egypt. He held his 
sorrow to himsdf, though to me 1 


could read it in his face — I 
believe, sadness never left his 
waking hours. 

Princess Ertna, now that you 
mention it, I cannot recoiled see- 
ing a picture of a smiling Farouq . 
Could you elucidate a bit more on 
this aspect. 

Incidentally, Farouq who was 
born in February fails under the 
sign of Pisces. People under the 
these signs are talented and 
characterised as being fond of 
arts, including drawing, paint- 
ing, music and have a flair for 
languages. I also belong to Pis- 
ces. 

As lunch-time drew near, 1 
asked the princess where she 
would like to have lunch. 

She immediately answered 
without thinking: At the small 
moderate restaurant where I 
used to go with Farouq several 
limes. At the restaurant there 
were several gourmet Italian dis- 
hes and L feasted my eyes on the 
food. She noticed this and said: 
“You are like Farouq who used 
to fill the table with dishes, but 
never ate much.” I was surprised 
and told her that King Farouq 
was a huge man with a big belly 
and she should not compare me 
to him. 

Confiding to me. she said that 
King Farouq had told her that 
when he was King of Egypt, a 
number of assassination attem- 
pts had been made on his life. The 
trauma caused him to take a 
number of medicines for exten- 
ded periods of time, their side 
effects made him bulky. 
However, she said that he was tall 
and that when she first met him. 
he had a good physique. “We 
used to eat at this very place, 
though he had no favourite 
dish,” she said and continued: 
“When relations were restored 
between him and my family, he 
liked home-cooked Italian dishes 
prepared by my mother.” 

Meanwhile, the restaurant 
owner looked at Princess Erma 
and asked her — “Is this a new 
Farouq?” 

She smiled shyly and 
explained to him who I was. 
When he left. Princess Erma 
looked at me and said that after 
the lunch she would order a 
special type of cake called ‘To 
Up” — though — we in the Mid- 
dle East like the cake “To 
Down”. 

She asked if I would like cof- 
fee. After declining I asked her if 
she preferred to continue the 
intenriew until dinner. Answer- 
ing in the negative she asked me 
to take her home as she did not 
hke to go alone. I left her at the 
gate with the promise to continue 
the conversation in the evening.

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Breaking down barriers of bilingual learning 


CHELSEA, Mass. (CSM): Standing at 
the blackboard in fifth-grade maths 
class, new arrival Andre Smadana scrib- 
bles a division problem differently from 
the other students. Puzzled, they tell tea- 
cher Peggy Harrington that he should do 
it “the right way.” 

“No, let him do it the Czech way,” she 
says. “He’ll work it out.” And, after 
much writing and erasing, he does — 
triumphantly. 

Andre is from Czechoslovakia, but 
most of his classmates are Spanish- 
speaking, with various levels of English 
comprehension. What they have in com- 
mon is that they are all good in maths. 
Mixing them in the same classroom is 
part of a pilot programme the ShurtlclT 
School has started to break down foe- 
barriers between bilingual and monolin- • 
gual learning. 

Such experimentation is becoming the 
norm at Shurtleff and other schools here 


in Chelsea, a city hitherto known for 
problems in education. And behind the 
attempted revival is Boston University 
(BU), which last June became the first 
private university to manage a school 
district in the United States. 

In 1987, when the Chelsea School 
Coramilleeinvitedlheuniversity toman- 
age the school system for 10 years, the 
district faced numerous challenges: low 
lest scores, high dropout rates, teen preg- 
nancy, low salaries for school employees. 
In addition, 65 per cent of the district's 
3,500 pupils don't speak English. 

The powerhouse behind the plan, John 
Silber, who recently took leave from 
being president of BU to run for gover- 
nor, has said Chelsea “is the crucible for 
the American dream. If we can solve the 
problems in Chelsea, we can solve 
them.... anywhere." 

BU's plan calls for scrutinizing every 
aspect of the school system. Topping the 


management team’s agenda area: 

• Individual learning plans for every 
student. 

• Year-round child care. 

• Placement of health clinic in every 
school. 

• A written curriculum (Chelsea does 
not have one now). 

• An extended year for teachers and 
administrators in order lor them to spend 
more Lime on professional development. 

• Building new schools and moderniz- 
ing facilities. 

“This isn’t business as usual — this is 
education reform," says Assistant Dean 
of Education Ted Sharp. “How are we 
going to cut red tape and see what 
works?” 

In the agreement, the university pays 
for new programmes, while Chelsea pays 
for running the school. The city is paying 
only 17 per cent of tax revenues toward 
education; nearby cities pay as much as

ircent. 

te university's budget for next year 
calls for a 16 per cent increase in city 
spending, and this goal is supported by 
die mayor. This would boost the school 
system's current budget of $ 1 4 million by 
about $2 million. Dean Sharp estimates. 

BU’s ambitious plan has traveled a 
rocky road both before and after taking 
charge of the system Iasi June. Teachers 
objected to a bard-hitting report BU 
issued on school conditions. There were 
city budget crises, a state economic dow- 
nturn, and fund raising by the university 
got tougher as national foundations tigh- 
tened purse strings. Chelsea Teachers 
Union was unhappy with changes in 
state law lhat the university obtained — 
such as gaining access to pupil and per- 
sonnel records — and tried to block the 
plan. 

But the school reforms, like the dig- 
ging of the Panama Canal, went forward 


slowly. Many eyes are watching the 
project: the Governor’s Oversight Panel, 
an Executive Advisory Committee (a 
host of special-interest groups), and the 
Chelsea School Committee. 

Teachers initially were worried thatBu 
would be breathing down their necks. 
But the university has come in with a 
gentler hand than anticipated. 

Part of that is because of acknowled- 
ged mistakes on BU’s part. 

In a candid lecture recently, dean of 
education and director of the project 
Peter Greer admitted that not understan- 
ding how the community operates as well 
as not giving teachers credit for the good 
they had accomplished, resulted in 
slower progress. 

Cathy O'Rourke, who teaches fifth- 
made science at Shurtleff, is in favour of 
BU’s reforms. 

“In the first year you had people so 
skeptical, watching.

It may result from bacterial infections to the digesuye 
system such as salmonella or shigella, but a sexually 
transmitted form occurs most frequently in men ages 20 to 
40. This sexually transmitted form is usually associated 
with an infection by chlamydia trachomas and should be 
treated with antibiotics, tetracycline or erythromycin, for 
at least 10 days. Both sexual partners should be treated at 
the rime, to prevent the infection passing leek and 

forth from one to the other. 

The arthritic symptoms receive the same care as any 
other form of arthritis, usually aspiring or other anti- 
inf iammat giy medications. Few patients are disabled by 
chronic or recurrent outbreaks of this disease. 


Men who uphold standard of French gastronomy 


They can bring ruin or riches

PARIS, (Reuter): Their job is as lonely as a 
spy’s. Their comments can provoke ruin 
— even suicide. These arc the Michelin 
Men whose taste buds are trained to 
uphold the highest standards of French 
gastronomy. 

“Having Michelin stars is like having a 
Damocles sword over three-star chef 
demoted in this year’s edition of the 
Michelin Guide. He was finding it hard to 
swallow. 

“Having stars means constant tension, 
being obsessed with food, never leaving 
foe kitchen, never seeing friends or family 
— then they go and take one away.” 

Michelin didn’t tell Charial exactly why 
L’oustau De Baumaiiiere in Southern 
France, lost one of foe stars won 35 years 
ago by his grandfather Raymond 
Thuillier, who at foe age of 94 still hovers 
in the kitchen. 

“They said it would give us publicity,” 
Charial said. "The worst is, they were 
it.** 


The thick, red guide has gone a long way 
since its launch by foe Michelin tyre com- 
iny in 1990 as an aid to foe intrepid 
ivers of the world's first automobiles . 


Distributed free of charge, it listed bak- 
eries and hardware stores that sold petrol, 
gave a recipe for a home-made eye oint- 
ment to combat the effects of dust and 
discussed foe trouble caused by horseshoe 
nails littering foe roads. 

With 650,000 copies now sold each year, 
it is Europe’s top-selling guide as well as 
the traveller’s bible on the finest res- 
taurants and hotels of France and of some 
of its neighbours. 

But how the 1 ,200-page book awards its 
stars and selects its prune establishments!* 
a secret Michelin enjoys cultivating. 

“Discretion is part of foe company 
ethic,” Bernard Naegellen. director of foe 
famed guides, told Reuters. “Why should 
we reveal our trade secrets? What would be 
foe point? 

“The only thing that matters to us is to 
keep our readers happy by producing an 
excellent guide.” 

A quietly-spoken hotel school graduate 
of about 50, Naegellen showed that alth- 
ough we had agreed to a rare interview, 
there was absolutely no question of meet- 
ing one of Micheltn's legendary inspectors, 
a crops of secret sleuths whose identity is 
about as well protected as foal of a spy. 

Michelin maintained the secret of their 


identity by rotation, he said. 

“It takes seven or eight years for an 
inspector to cover the whole of France. By 
the lime he returns to his point of depar- 
ture, people have forgotten his face.” 
Most of foe men. whose pernickety tas- 
tes can bring ruin, riches or even suicide as 
in foe case of one restauranteur who lost 
his star in the 1960s, were hotel school 
graduates with 10 years professional 
experience, Naegellen said. 

“They must be robust enough to cope 
with foe many meals, fired by passion and 
not be afraid of solitude.” 

Despite their lonely crusades across foe 
land in quest of “that extra-special out-of- 
foe wav gem of a place,' as N aegeflen put it, 
foe Michelin tasters get no perks. “We 
never reimburse liqueurs or aperitifs,” he 
said. 

As for their probity, one of Michelin's 
prodest qualities, new recruits were 
scrutinised during months of training. 

“It goes without saying that our inspec- 
tors are honest,” he said. “Our reputation 
is such, however, that no French res- 
taurateur or hotel-keeper would ever 
dream of paying a bribe or even offering a 
free meal or drink. We alway pay.” 

Bui how does Michelin give and take 


away its prized stars? What does it take to 
be in foe top league of 19 three-star res- 
taurants? 

Naegellen explained that the 600-odd 
restaurants awarded a star — along with 
potential candidates for one — were 
visited incognito every 12 to 18 months, at 
least onoe but sometimes several times by a 
different inspector. 

“They often' don’t

During the same timespan, one of his 
food sleuths will call, eat, pay foe bill, then 
show his card for an on-foe record chat 
about the owner's plans for brightening 
^he decor or foe food.

Maradona’s team gives confused performance 


VIENNA, May 4, (Reuter): World 
Cup holders Argentina conceded an 
early own goal before recovering to 
draw 1-1 against Austria yesterday 
in a soccer friendly one month 
before they begin the defence of 
their title. 

Defender Juan Simon deflected 
the ball into his own net after just 
two minutes and 20 seconds to 
propel fellow finalists Austria into a 
shock lead. 

Argentine captain Diego 
Maradona set up the equaliser in 
the 31st minute when he slipped the 
ball into the area and into the path 
of an unmarked Jorge Burruchaga, 
who shot low into the far corner of 
the net to score. 

Burruchaga' s goal was Argen- 
tiina's first in nine internationals 
since last July but the team's con- 
fused performance appeared un- 
likely to inspire confidence in the 
side as they head towards the open- 
ing match of the World Cup finals in 


Italy on June 8. 

Simon's disastrous deflection 
came off Austria's first shot of the 
game, when misfielder Manfred 
Zsak attempted to beat keeper Nery 
Pumpido with a shot from the edge 
of the area. 

The confusion as Pumpido 
moved the wrong way to block the 
shot set the tone for the match, in 
which both teams showed more 
frenzy ib«n finish in attack. 

Maradona, slimmed down and 
fresh from leading club Napoli to 
the league title, showed only 
occasional flashes of brilliance and 
was treated with little ceremony by 
the Austrian defence. 

His pass to Burruchaga was a rare 
highlight in the match and Argen- 
tina squandered two easy chances in 
the second half. 

Substitute striker Claudio Canig- 
gia missed the first in front of an 
open goal six minutes after the 
interval and Simon and Nestor 


Lorenzo found themselves clear 12 
minutes later but failed to capital- 
ise. 

Austria, who face hosts Italy in 
their opening match of the World 
Cup finals, and the 1986 champions 
are both still experimenting with 
their line-ups before finalising their 
squads for the month-long tour- 
nament.

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Hadlee, Azharuddin 
have key tour roles 


LONDON. May 4. (Reuter): New Zealand’s old warrior Richard Hadlee 
and India's new captain Mohammad Azharuddin carry a contrasting 
burden of expectation for their teams duringcricket tours of England this 
season. 

Hadlee, the only player to take 400 Test wickets, has spent weeks 
nursing himself back to full fitness in time to spearhead New Zealand's 
attack here. 

His country undertakes a two-month tour starting on Sunday and 
including three Tests and two one-day matches against England, while 
Azhaniadin's Indians also play a three-Tcst series and two limited-overs 
internationals in an itinerary beginning on June 28. 

Hadlee has already said New Zealand’s Test against Australia in 
Wellington in March was his last home appearance for his country. Now 
the 38-year-old pace bowler returns to the scene of some of his finest 
triumphs for his Test farewell. 

Hadlee's masterly seam bowling his made him the greatest exponent of 
the art during his era. underlined by his haul of 41-$ wickets in 83 Tests 
since his debut in 1973. Ian Botham has the second highest tally of 376 
from 97 Tests. 

Hadlee's haul could be extended this summer to stand as the Test 
record for a considerable time, given his deep knowledge of English 
conditions in which he developed his skills so successfully during four 
previous tours and 10 seasons with Nottinghamshire. 

A fully fit Hadlee — he had an achilles tendon operation at the end of 
last year and suffered a groin injury during his testimonial games in 
March — will be crucial to New Zealand's prospects of repeating their 
1 986 Test series win here. 

John Wright's team can probably bank on making enough runs from ‘a 
batting line-up starting with the captain himself and including Martin 
Crowe, Mark Grea thatch and Andrew Jones, but Hadlee is the match- 
winner of their attack. 

He is likely to share the new ball in the Tests with the improving Danny 
Morrison, New Zealand's most successful bowler in the recent three-Tcsi 
series against India in which he took 16 wickets. 

Martin Snedden should provide the main pace support, with ofT- 
spinner John Bracewell expected to be the specialist slow bowler. He can 
contribute useful runs. too. so that with Ian Smith developing into an 
effective wicketkeeper-batsman. New Zealand have a well-balanced side. 

They may provide a more searching Test for England than India, who 
have given Azharuddin the captaincy in an attempt Lo improve their 
ailing fortunes. The Indians, who are due to name their Louring side next 
week, have lost four and drawn seven of their last 1 1 Tests. 

Azharuddin, despite little leadership experience at domestic level, 
succeeded Krishna machari Srikkanth whose brief reign included leading 
India in a drawn four-Test rubber in Pakistan at the end of 1989. 

Azharuddin's first captaincy assignment, a tour of New Zealand 
earlier this year, ended with India losing the three-Test series 1-0 but at 
least showed the skipper's own batting form was on the up and up. 

Five years ago Azharuddin burst on to the international stage by 
becoming the first player to score a century in each ofhis first three Tests, 
at home against England. 

But his performances subsequently faltered, due partly to his vul- 
nerability to the lifting ball, until he resolved the problem during last 
year's series in Pakistan. 

He had India's second best aggregate in the four Tests (312) and 
followed that by scoring the most runs (303 ) for his team during the three 
Tests in New Zealand. 

Azharuddin's ability to sustain such form in England, while still 
learning all the aspects of captaincy, will be significant to his team’s bopcs 
of success.
